Minister rules out Glanmire €5m 
until FAI gets clean bill of health 


GOVERNMENT funding for the €10m Glanmire soccer 
Centre of Excellence hangs in the balance due to contro- 
versies surrounding the sporting oe s finances. 


The association’s executive 
vice-president John Delaney 
has voluntarily stepped aside 
from his role, while honorary 
secretary Michael Cody and 
honorary treasurer Eddie 
Murray resigned from the 
board with immediate effect 
on Monday night. 

Eight board members of the 
FAI remain in place. 

The FAI has confirmed that 
a funding application, in con- 
junction with Cork City FC 
and the Friends of the Rebel 
Army Trust (Foras), for the 
long-planned Glanmire 
Centre of Excellence was 
lodged last week despite the 
current controversy sur- 
rounding the association’s 
finances. 

The €10m soccer centre is 
dependent on approximately 
€5m of Government funding 
in order to go to construction, 
which is being pursued 
through the Large Scale Sport 
Infrastructure Fund — a fund 
administered by the Depart-

ment of Transport, Tourism 
and Sport. The application 
deadline is this week. 

However, Sports Minister 
Shane Ross has ruled out giv- 
ing the FAI any Government 
funds until all issues around 
the FAI’s corporate govern- 
ance and finances have been 
addressed. 

Former Foras chair, TD 
Jonathan O’Brien, has de- 
scribed the situation as a 
“shambles”.

Garda heard pub shush 
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Directly elected Lord Mayor ‘will have real power’

TANAISTE Simon Coveney 
has described the proposed 
directly elected Lord Mayor of 
Cork role as the most powerful 
political office in the country 
outside of the cabinet. 

At the launch of Fine Gael’s 
yes campaign for next month’s 
plebiscite in the Clayton Hotel 
yesterday, Mr Coveney said 
the powers and resources will 
rival that of a member of gov- 
ernment. “It will be properly re- 
sourced, both financially and 
from a staffing perspective. It 
will have real power and it 
will have a mandate directly 
from the people to be able to 
put a real programme for 
government together over five 
years to deliver for the city,” he 
said. 

“If you look at the breadth of 
the policy powers that that per- 
son would have, as well as the 
direct mandate that they would 
have, | do think it is probably 
the most powerful political of- 
fice in the country outside of 
cabinet.” 

Mr Coveney said the role 
would help Cork achieve the 
Project Ireland 2040 plan to 
grow Cork to provide a 
counterbalance to Dublin. 

“This is about creating a 
champion to deliver that po- 
tential, which will involve sig- 
nificant budgets, a lot of stra- 
tegic policy decisions.”

Senator Jerry Buttimer is to 
act as Fine Gael’s campaign di- 
rector in Cork. He said Taoiseach 
Leo Varadkar will attend a town 
hall meeting to discuss the pro- 
posal on May 1, and smaller 
workshops will be organised in 
each local electoral area. 

The party will carry out poster- 
ing, leafleting, a media cam- 
paign, and door-to-door can- 
vassing to promote a yes vote. 

Addressing critics of the plan 
who say local government needs 
more power before directly 


elected mayors should be estab- 
lished, Local Government Min- 
ister John Paul Phelan said that 
after 20 years of debate about 
the proposal, he didn’t want to 
wait around for politicians to 
make a decision. 

“A lot of political decisions are 
not made because there is too 
much time spent among politi- 
cians discussing rather than 
going to the public about what 
they want the role to be,” he 
said. “Ultimately, the people will 
be the judge.”

A CORK mother has spoken of being 
forced out of her home and into 
emergency accommodation in 
Kinsale because all other options in 
the city were gone. 


Stephanie and her three children were 
evicted from their home in the city last 
week after living there for almost a dec- 
ade. While she paid her rent on time the 
landlord cited upgrades in his eviction 
notice which was upheld. 

The family has been moved to emerg- 
ency accommodation in Kinsale at a cost 
of €3,500 for two weeks. 

Stephanie, who has a part-time job in 
the city, will have to rely on public trans- 
port to get there from Kinsale. 

All of her children are in school in the 
city including her eldest who is preparing 
for the Junior Certificate exams. 

Speaking to The Echo, Stephanie 
described the situation as “horrible”.

“We tried to get somewhere close to the 
city, but they couldn’t find anywhere. 

“It’s been really hard on the kids. We 
had to give up our dog for a while as well 
because we can’t have him in emergency 
accommodation. 

“T’ve been stressing out, having panic 
attacks and not sleeping. I’m hoping to get 
accommodation closer to the city after 
the two weeks because the kids need to be 
able to go to school and I need to be able to 
work. 

“The bus will end up costing a bomb 
from Kinsale every day and we’ve had to 
uproot our whole lives.” 

Stephanie revealed she has been on the 
council housing list for more than 10 
years and has been unsuccessful in a 
number of attempts to access housing. 

Cllr Thomas Gould (SF) told The Echo 
that “a number of families” were made 
homeless in Cork City last week and had 











nowhere to turn to within the city as all 
emergency accommodation was full. 

“It’s a crazy situation paying this 
money to house a family for two weeks 
when there are houses lying idle across 
the city that need just a bit of work,” said 
Cllr Gould, who said the council needs to 
develop these properties. “A lot of houses 
could be refurbished with the money 
being paid to hotels and B&Bs. 

“There are more than 100 derelict sites 
across the city but instead of making 
these fit for living in, thousands are being 
spent on emergency accommodation,” he 
added. “There’s no emergency accommo- 
dation, hotels or B&Bs, available in Cork 
city at the moment, and it will be the same 
across the county when the summer 
comes and all the hotels and B&Bs are 
booked out.” 

City Hall’s housing and community di- 
rectorate said the council is “unable to 
comment or give any details on an indi- 
vidual case such as this.”

“It’s an indictment on the FAI,” he told 
The Echo. 

“They claim to be all about supporting 
grassroots football and local infrastruc- 
ture projects yet here we have one of the 
largest in the area, in association with 
Cork City FC, that is going to benefit foot- 
ball right across Munster, being put 
under threat. 

“It’s really unfortunate but, if 
anything, it really highlights how 
dysfunctional the FAI is. They are doing 
more damage to grassroots football 
and the promotion of the game than they

are good. 

“It was a flagship project, a centre of ex- 
cellence, there to promote football from 
the ground up, and was going to benefit 
hundreds of amateur players, as well as 
professional players, with Cork City.” 

The Munster Centre of Excellence 
plan includes seven pitches, a classroom, 
a gymnasium, dressing rooms, physio- 
therapy, and medical and team rooms, as 
well as a community area on a 30-acre 
site at Brooklodge owned by Cork 
County Council. 

When asked if the project could go 


ahead if the entire FAI board stood down 
Mr O’Brien said: “Absolutely [it could go 
ahead]. It’s a top class project. It shouldn’t 
come as surprise to people that the Gov- 
ernment is not going to be handing over 
€5m to an organisation that can’t even 
account for €100,000.” 

Glanmire-based councillor Ger Keo- 
hane has called for Cork County Council 
to terminate the lease at Brooklodge with 
the FAI and develop the site as a multi- 
purpose sports facility. 

Riverstown Football Club chairperson 
John O’Connor said his club cannot grow 
while there is a lack of soccer facilities 
available to local clubs in the area.

CORK remains Ireland’s fas- 
test growing airport with traf- 
fic increasing by almost 9% in 
the first three months of the 
year. 

Between January and 
March, Cork Airport handled 
4,386 flights, an 8.6% increase 
on 2018 when 4,039 flights 
landed and took off. 

Figures released by the 
Irish Aviation Authority 
(IAA) reveal that air traffic 
handled by Irish air traffic 
control is up 3% nationally in 
quarter one 2019 compared to 
the same period in 2018. 

The total amount of 
traffic safely handled in 
the first quarter of this year 
was 245,461 movements, an 
increase of over 7,000 move- 
ments on 2018 figures. 

Ireland’s overflight traffic 
movements grew by 2.7% in 
comparison to the same peri- 
od in 2018. 

Dublin and Cork, in particu- 
lar, continue to demonstrate 
robust growth with increases 
of 6.4% and 8.6% respectively 
in @1 2019 over the same peri- 
od in 2018. 

Peter Kearney, chief execu- 
tive, IAA, said: “These posi- 
tive figures come on the back 
of a strong year in 2018 and are 
even more impressive given 
the uncertainty posed by Bre- 
xit. Our outlook, however, re- 
mains cautious.”

French media quoted the Paris 
fire brigade saying the blaze 
is “potentially linked” to a €6m 
renovation project on the 
church’s spire and its 250 tons of 
lead. 

Flames shot out of the roof be- 
hind the nave of the cathedral, 
among the most visited land- 
marks in the world.

Sergeant John Kelleher said 
this incident occurred at Lower

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Vulnerable young man released to live at hostel 


A vulnerable young Cork man who has 
self-harmed and spent the past fortnight 
remanded in custody for allegedly putting 
his mother in fear at the family home was re- 
leased to live at a hostel yesterday. 

His defence solicitor, prosecuting sergeant 
and the judge have all expressed concern 
about the young man in the course of recent 
court hearings as it appears he is not well. 
Judge Olann Kelleher has been told psychi- 
atric services have not admitted him for resi- 
dential care despite a number of efforts to get 


treatment. With the intervention of a social 
worker a hostel bed was arranged for him 
yesterday. 

One of the reasons he had been remanded in 
custody was the fact that his mother could not 
take him at home and there was nowhere else 
for him to stay. He was remanded on bail until 
tomorrow at Cork District Court. 

Sergeant John Kelleher said the accused 
had been on bail charged with two breaches of 
his mother’s safety order, once in January and 
the other in March. A new charge referring to 


April 1 is his third alleged breach of the safety 
order. 

The young man’s mother previously ex- 
pressed concerns about him being given bail 
again. “I don’t think I would be in a position to 
stop him coming in. He would comply for a day 
or two or slightly longer. Inevitably, he will 
drink again. He will become aggressive, 
violent, threatening and bullying again. 

His mother said: “He is very vulnerable. He 
self-harms in stressful situations. He has se- 
vere anxiety in custody.”

One GP 





1,000 patients 


in Cork 


There is just one GP per 1,000 patients in 
Cork County, according to new figures 
from the Medical Council. The regulatory 
body for the medical profession in 
lreland has revealed that there were just 
550 GPs in the county in 2017. 


Youghal GP Dr Declan Mathews said it is al- 
most impossible to recruit in the area. 

“The pressures are huge,” he told The Echo. 
“As GPs, even if we could afford to bring in as- 
sistance in the form of more GPs, there just not 
there at the moment. Certain areas of the coun- 
ty are very, very low in terms of GP numbers. 
Some areas aren’t too bad and the city is okay 
too, but if I left Youghal in the morning, it 
would be almost impossible to fill my place. 

“There just wouldn’t be any interest in it.” 

Dr Mathews said that the issue is not money 
but the working conditions themselves. 

“There’s a lot of positivity around the new 
deal the IMO negotiated, which is great, but it 
appears to do little or nothing to alleviate the 
pressure on the GP out-of-hours service,” he 
said. “One of the reasons that there are so few 
GPs in the county is the pressure in SouthDoc. 

“It’s so onerous and tough and no young GP

wants to go near it.” The report from the Medi- 
cal Council also revealed that almost 3,000 doc- 
tors with rights to practise in Ireland withdrew 
from the medical register between 2015 and 
2017. The council said that departing doctors 
pointed to workplace understaffing and a lack 
of employer support as reasons for leaving. 

They also cited working hours that go 
against the European Working Time Directive; 
a lack of respect by senior colleagues; a lack of 
training options; and an expectation to carry 
out non-core tasks. 

Of the 2,830 voluntary withdrawals recorded, 
1,846 practitioners (65.2%) completed the vol- 
untary withdrawals form which outlines doc- 
tors’ reasons for voluntarily withdrawing. 

Fifty three percent of this group were aged 35 
and under, with the majority male, on the Gen- 
eral Division and planning to pursue medicine 
in another jurisdiction. Almost 40% of doctors 
leaving the register stated they were moving to 
the UK to practise medicine, 19% to Australia 
and 27% to another jurisdiction. 

Dr Rita Doyle, President of the Medical 
Council, said that “recruiting and retaining 
our pool of highly qualified Irish trained doc- 
tors is proving challenging”.

THE family of a west Cork boy 
born with a rare terminal con- 
dition are fundraising for a car 
which is wheelchair access- 
ible. 

David O’Driscoll from Skib- 
bereen, who will be five years 
old in June, was diagnosed 
with Lissencephaly, after a 
brain scan and MRI. His par- 
ents Mary and Patrick had 
concerns that he was not 
meeting milestones and he 
was diagnosed in May 2016. 

Lissencephaly is a condi- 
tion which results in a very 
smooth brain and leads to a 
range of difficulties. There is 
no cure for it. 

In David’s case, he is non- 


verbal, previously suffered seiz- 
ures, and cannot walk. 

He is currently on medication 
to prevent seizures. 

Children with the condition 
have a life expectancy of 10 
years, but mum Mary said this is 
something she tries not to think 
about. 

She knows of one other child 
with the condition. 

She added: “He is my every- 
thing and | cherish each day | 
have with him.” 

She said a wheelchair-ac- 
cessible car is vital for David. 

She elaborated: “Il am driving 
a Toyota Corolla and he is ina 
car seat in the back. He is get- 
ting heavier and he is getting 


taller now though.” 

She added that being able to 
use a wheelchair-accessible car 
would make travelling more 
comfortable for her son, as sit- 
ting in his wheelchair would pro- 
vide support for his spine. 

David is a junior infants pupil 
in St Joseph’s national school in 
Skibbereen. 

The family is aiming to raise 
€20,000 and a page has been 
set up on GoFundMe. 

Mary said events will also be 
organised as part of the fun- 
draiser campaign.

“I was glassed down on top 
of my head by Cian,” Mr Duncliffe 
said. 

Mr Buttimer said, “My client said he 
did not use any glass to strike you.” 

The injured party said there was 


video evidence of the incident from 
CCTV. “It clearly shows me being sur- 
rounded and attacked,” the injured 
party said. 

Mr Buttimer said: “There was pro- 
vocative behaviour on your part.” Mr 
Duncliffe said: “I believe the video 
shows that is a lie.” 

Mr Buttimer put it again to the in- 
jured party that he provoked the 
defendant. Mr Duncliffe repeated: 
“I was surrounded and attacked.” He 
accepted that he had not seen the 
CCTV.

the defendant and the injured party 
were prosecuted arising out of an al- 
leged incident previously but he said 
all charges were struck out against 
both of them. 

Judge Olann Kelleher said it was to 
the credit of Cian Duggan that he was 
pleading guilty to the serious charge of 
assault causing harm on October 9, 
2017. 

“But he was the aggressor and 
caused the difficulty on the occasion,” 
the judge said, adding that Duggan, 26, 
could do 200 hours of community ser- 
vice instead of four months in prison.

Titanic sister ship 
items for auction 


Ornate panelling from the Titanic’s sister ship 
will be sold in a historic auction next month. 
Taken from two luxurious state rooms on 
the Britannic, the wooden overlay will take 
centre stage at the two-day auction at the Heri- 
tage Hotel, Killenard, Co Laois, on May 1-2. 

Rediscovered after their use in a Dublin city 
centre cinema until 1972, the panelling from 
the first-class lounge and the second-class li- 
brary are expected to sell for 200,000 euro 
each. 

Launched in 1914, two years after the ill- 
fated voyage of sister ship RMS Titanic, the 
HMHS Britannic was intended to be superior 
to her twin. 

However, during the First World War the 
ship was requisitioned as a hospital ship and 
saw the fittings removed. 

One year later, while on route to collect 
troops wounded in the Balkans campaign, the 
ship hit a mine laid by a German U-boat and 
sank in the Aegean Sea. 

The wreck lay at a depth of 400ft for 59 years 
until it was discovered by explorer Jacques 
Cousteau.

A new initiative to help young people to 
reintegrate after a brain injury will havea 
team based in Cork. 


Annually, 19,000 brain injuries are sustained 
in Ireland, whether it is from a stroke, a car ac- 
cident, a fall, or otherwise. The Step Ahead pro- 
gramme from Acquired Brain Injury Ireland 
helps adults aged from 18 to 29 to develop a 
vocational programme so as to set and achieve 
goals related to education and the workplace. 

“Brain injuries can happen in the blink of an 
eye,” Barbara O’Connell, chief executive with 
Acquired Brain Injury Ireland, said. “When it 
happens, it turns your life upside down, often 
interrupting your career or education. Our 
new Step Ahead vocational initiative is a prac- 
tical assessment for young people, after brain 
injury, to assess the supports they need to get 
back to work or college. 

“Often, people after brain injury can look 
fine, but may be experiencing problems which 
impact on their day-to-day lives. This can make 
it challenging to return to work or education 
and get back to the life they once knew. The dif- 
ference is that now they may have difficulties 
with concentration, fatigue, memory, or execu-

tive functioning, like decision-making and 
planning. Step Ahead is here to help people 
understand what they’re capable of and pro- 
vide practical strategies to cope with any diffi- 
culties.” 

The Step Ahead programme has two teams, 
one in Cork and the other in Dublin. A senior 
occupational therapist then assesses the par- 
ticipants’ functional and work capacity to lo- 
cate skills transferable to the workplace. 

Niamh Cahill acquired a brain injury at the 
age of 19, after a life-threatening infection. “I 
don’t think anyone would sit down and have a 
chat with me today and know I’ve had a brain 
injury,” she said. “My injury was always invis- 
ible. I was so conscious of my speech for years 
after my brain injury and my confidence took a 
huge knock. I also struggled emotionally, and I 
suffered terribly with fatigue. I’d hit a wall and 
nothing would bring me back, only a long sleep. 
Simple things were overwhelming to me. The 
support I received from Acquired Brain Injury 
Ireland was invaluable to me. I returned to col- 
lege and completed a degree and master’s. I 
haven’t looked back since.” 


Almost 700 
firms set up 
in Cork in Q1 


ALMOST 700 new companies 
were set up in Cork in the first 
three months of this year. 

The 690 new company regis- 
trations represented a 13.3% 
increase on the number of 
new Cork companies set up in 
the first quarter (Q1) of 2018. 

The figures, from analysts 
Vision-net, show that Ireland 
has recorded its highest start- 
up figures in 13 years with 71 
new companies formed every 
day. 

Nationally, 6,413 new com- 
panies were created between 
January 1 and March 31, up al- 
most 14% on the same period 
in 2018. 

Professional services was 
the biggest contributor with 
1,448 start-ups. Social and per- 
sonal services saw 945 new 
companies. The third largest 
sector was financial services. 


outlined in iNAP, Ireland’s

“It’s very hard to put in nor- 
mal infection-control 
measures, when you look at

ation within the health ser- 
vice,” he said. 

“All the normal infection 
control measures, such as iso- 
lation and separation from 
vulnerable patients, are im- 
possible to implement, if you 
have a hugely overcrowded 
A&E, where all the patients 
are on top of one another,” Dr 
Sheehan said.

European elections 


WEXFORD independent TD Mick 
Wallace is to run in Ireland South in 
the upcoming European Parliament 
elections. 


Mr Wallace and fellow Independents 4 
Change TD Clare Daly both confirmed 
their campaigns as nominations came to 
a close yesterday, with Ms Daly running 
in Dublin. Both TDs were first elected in 
2011 and founded the Independents 4 
Change grouping in 2014. 

They both explored entering the elec- 
tions in recent weeks before finalising 
their decision during a visit to Cape Clear 
over the weekend. Speaking to the Irish 
Times, Mr Wallace said the EU needs “a 
big shake-up” and that “small operators” 
like farmers had been squeezed out. 

“T don’t know yet if it’s the right deci- 
sion, but if we don’t do this now we will al- 
ways wonder if we should have done it,” 
he said. “Can we make a difference? I like 
to think we made a difference in the last 
eight years, but the people can decide 
about that.” 

Meanwhile, Richard Boyd Barrett of 
People Before Profit was in Cork to 
launch Adrienne Wallace’s European 
campaign, and the local campaigns for 
Tjitske de Vries (Cork City South-West) 
and Ed Fitzgerald (Cork City South-East).

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MEP fears two-tier system 


SINN FEIN MEP for Ireland 
South, Liadh Ni Riada, has said 
access to cancer drugs must be 
determined by medical need 
and not by ability to pay. 

Over the weekend it emerg- 
ed that VHI, the country’s lar- 
gest insurer, will fund new 
melanoma, breast cancer, and 
lung cancer drugs for its cus- 
tomers. However, the HSE 
only funds the same drugs for 
public patients who are at ad- 
vanced stages of cancer. 

“This news shines a bright 
spotlight on the two-tier na- 







ture of the health service in 
this state,” Ms Ni Riada said. 
“This includes the chronic 
underfunding of the HSE 
budget for new medicines. We 
are talking about life and 
death. It is grossly unfair and 
deeply dehumanising. 

“This situation has arisen as 
a direct result of the govern- 
ment’s approach to healthcare 
and it’s blatant privatisation- 
at-all-costs agenda. Cancer 
does not differentiate on the 
basis of wealth and neither 
should our government.” 
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Mr Boyd Barrett, who was first elected 10 
years ago, said that his party will be run- 
ning activists, not career politicians. “We 
need people who will fight for real sol- 
utions to the housing and healthcare 
crises. People Before Profit are running 
45 Local Election and three European 
Election candidates who will be campaig- 
ning for public and affordable Housing, a 
decent health service and affordable 
childcare.” 

Labour’s Ireland South European can- 
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didate Sheila Nunan also entered the 


race, becoming one of the final candidates 
to lodge their papers. She was formally 
nominated by former Cork North Central 
TD Kathleen Lynch.

Wallace campaign a game-changer 


THE emergence of Mick Wal- 
lace’s campaign could bea 
game-changer for the Euro- 
pean elections. 

Up until now, it looked like 
Ireland South would be domi- 
nated by the three biggest par- 
ties — Fine Gael, Fianna Fail, 
and Sinn Féin — but a strong 
independent, like Mr Wallace, 
will challenge the status quo. 

Independents have done 
well in European elections. 

In the 2014 election, then in- 
dependent TD Luke ‘Ming’ 
Flanagan topped the poll in 
Midlands-North-West, with 
Marian Harkin, a former poll- 
topper herself, holding on to 
the last seat, while Nessa 
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Childers took the second seat 
in Dublin. 

Ireland South has been rep- 
resented by an independent 
candidate in the past, too: 


Kathy Sinnott, from 2004 to 
2009. 









Mr Wallace’s irreverent at- 
titude to Dail conventions — 
wild hair, bare arms, and 
soccer jerseys are a definite 
departure from the traditional 
dress code — has garnered 
him a high public profile, but 
there is plenty of depth 
beyond the caricature. 

Although his time as a 
politician has been marred by 
bankruptcy procedures, stem- 
ming from his previous career 
as a property developer, he es- 
tablished himself as a well-re- 
garded specialist on cor- 
ruption. It was his evidence to 
the Dail in 2013 that led to 
Garda Commissioner Martin 
Callinan and Justice Minister 
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Alan Shatter losing their jobs. 

His Wexford constituency 
certainly takes him seriously: 
he topped the poll there in 
2011, and though he lost some 
votes in 2016, still took the 
third seat comfortably. 

Wexford will also be a big 
geographical advantage to 
him. Generally, Ireland South 
has been dominated by candi- 
dates from the southern end — 
three of four seats went to 
Cork candidates and the other 
to a Kerryman in 2014 — but 
as the constituency grows 
north, it’s inevitable that an 
MEP will come from there 
sooner or later. Mr Wallace 
has the credentials.

SOME Cork taxi drivers are neglect- 
ing wheelchair users and need to be 
reprimanded, according to member 
of Taxi Driver Advisory, Bobby 
Lynch. 

Cork City Partnership disability 
officer Donie O’Leary told The Echo 
recently that some wheelchair users 
were being left stranded when they 
need to take taxis. 

He said: “We are still hearing con- 
tinuous complaints about taxis and 
the excuses are things like ‘our 
wheelchair-accessible taxi doesn’t 
come on in the mornings’. 

“So if someone is going to a hospi- 
tal appointment or work they have 
no guarantee they’ll have a taxi.”

have accessible cabs are avoiding 
customers with wheelchairs.

[drivers] don’t care about wheelchair 
users,” Mr Lynch said. “I think it’s 
very wrong when a wheelchair bus is 
sitting on a taxi rank and along 
comes a person in a wheelchair and 
that driver pulls away because he 
doesn’t want to get out.” 

The National Transport Associ- 
ation (NTA) issued grants to taxi 
drivers to make their cabs more 
wheelchair accessible, but he said 
some remain reluctant to take a pas- 
senger who is in a wheelchair.

Mr Lynch, who has been a taxi 
driver for over 30 years, said, “a lot of 
them took grants to be more wheel- 
chair [friendly] and now they don’t 
want to do it”. 

There are currently approxi- 
mately 100 wheelchair-accessible 
taxis in Cork. 

While Mr Lynch acknowledges 
that there are a lot of drivers who 
go above and beyond to collect pas- 
sengers who require a wheelchair, 
he said others will avoid picking 
them up despite receiving grants to 
make their taxi wheelchair access- 
ible. 

“I know the drivers in Cork with 
wheelchair buses, who are willing to 
do wheelchair work and the ones 
who don’t want to do it. It’s disgust- 
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ing,” he said. Mr Lynch feels that the 
NTA is not doing enough to monitor 
wheelchair-accessible taxis. 

“There should be a separate body 
set up for wheelchair users to com- 
plain,” he said. “Not the NTA or any- 
one else because if you report some- 
thing to the NTA, it’s just thrown in 
the bin.” 

The NTA informed the Taxi Driver 
Advisory that there were plans to de- 
ploy mystery shoppers but it is not 
known when that will take place. 

An app similar to MyTaxi but only 
for wheelchair accessible taxis was 
pitched to the NTA but they turned 
down the idea some time last year, 
leaving wheelchair users in a diffi- 
cult position when relying on taxis to 
get around.

“As with any projects this size there 
are a number of concerns surrounding 
them, both in terms of their impact on 
the environment and on the businesses 
and people of the area,” she said. 

“However, I don’t think anyone 


would argue that the bottleneck situ- 
ations that develop at both sites every 
day can be allowed to continue in per- 
petuity. 

“Dunkettle, in particular, is a big pro- 
ject, with summer of 2022 slated as the 
delivery date, so that will mean a fair bit 
of disruption, but the works are being 
designed in such a way that much of the 
groundwork can be laid with minimal 
effect to traffic for as long as possible. 

“T have been assured that residential 
and environmental concerns will be 
treated with the utmost respect and 
taken on board as both projects con- 
tinue.”

‘Our collective attention span shortened by quest for novelty’ 


OUr collective attention span is nar- 
rowing, not only on social media, but 
as regards books, web searches, and 
movie popularity, according toa 
study conducted by UCC and other 
European universities. 

The negative effects of social 
media and the hectic news cycle on 
our attention span have been much 
discussed, but there has been a lack 
of empirical data. 

The new study, conducted by 
scientists from UCC, Technische Uni- 
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versitat Berlin, Max Planck Institute 
for Human Development, and DTU, 
found evidence of increasing rates of 
change within collective attention. 
“It seems that the allocated atten- 
tion in our collective minds has a cer- 
tain size, but that the cultural items 
competing for that attention have be- 
come more densely packed,” Dr. 


Philipp Hovel, lecturer for applied 
mathematics in UCC, said. “This 
would support the claim that it has, 
indeed, become more difficult to keep 
up to date on the news cycle, for 
example.” 

The scientists studied Twitter data 
from 20138 to 2016, books (from Google 
Books) going back 100 years, movie 
ticket sales going back 40 years, and 
citations of scientific publications 
from the last 25 years. In addition, 
they have gathered data from Google 


Trends (2010-2018), Reddit (2010- 
2015), and Wikipedia (2012-2017). 

When looking into the global, daily 
top-50 hashtags on Twitter, the scien- 
tists found that peaks became in- 
creasingly steep and frequent: In 
2013, a hashtag stayed in the top 50 
for an average of 17.5 hours. This de- 
creased to 11.9 hours in 2016. 

When more content is produced in 
less time, it exhausts the collective 
attention earlier. 

The shortened peak of public inter- 


est for one topic is directly followed 
by the next topic, because of the 
fierce competition for novelty. 

“Since the available amount of at- 
tention remains more or less the 
same, the result is that people are 
more rapidly made aware of some- 
thing happening and lose interest 
more quickly,” Professor Sune Leh- 
mann, from DTU Compute, said. 
“However, the study does not ad- 
dress attention span on the level of 
the individual person.”

“These are not commercial 
events, it’s just things that we 
want to do and we will be 
inviting local people to these. 
A number of people from Bel- 
velly have already said to me

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Street lighting outages 





‘nose threat to residents’ 


RESIDENTS on the north side of 
the city are being put at “serious 
risk” by several street lighting 
outages in the Glen and Gurran- 
abraher areas, according to a local 
representative. 


Councillor Ken O’Flynn (FF) has 
urged Cork City Council, SSE Airtric- 
ity and the ESB to liaise and solve the 
problem which has been ongoing for 
almost a month. Confusion has arisen 
between the utility companies and the 
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local authority as to who is responsible 
for fixing the issues which have af- 
fected the heavily residential area. 

Mr O’Flynn expressed concern that 
elderly residents, in particular, are 
being greatly affected by the outages. 

“The lights at Gurranabraher Av- 
enue at Barretts building, Roche’s 
building and Rathmore Park and Rath- 
more Avenue have been out for the last 
three weeks. Residents in the area are 
getting the runarounds from Airtric- 
ity, ESB and City Hall,” he said. 


“Nobody is taking responsibility. The 
ESB is saying it has to get the go-ahead 
from City Hall and Cork City Council 
is saying the ESB has to give them the 
go-ahead. Nobody is talking to each 
other and yet we have residents at seri- 
ous risk. There are a lot of elderly resi- 
dents in Roche’s buildings area and in 
the Kelleher’s buildings area.” 

The SSE Airtricity fault logging sys- 
tem lists scores of lights with outage is- 
sues across the north side including 
Blackpool, Richmond Hill, John 
Street, Cathedral Street, Easons Hill 
and Seminary Road. Several lights are 


also reported as being out on Blarney 
Street. Mount Eden Road and St Colm- 
cille’s Road. 

Cork City Council are responsible 
for the maintenance of approx 14,500 
public lights across the city. The main- 
tenance of public lights is currently 
undertaken by Airtricity Utility Sol- 
utions on behalf of Cork City Council. 
Every street light is checked for faults 
during a fortnightly night-time patrol. 

Standard faults are usually repaired 
within five working days, according to 
the local authority, but non-standard 
repairs may take longer. 


Tanaiste remarks 
Slammed by TD 


“UNHELPFUL” and “misleading” is how Sinn 
Féin TD Donnchadh O’Laoghaire has de- 
scribed the statement by Tanaiste Simon Cove- 
ney made on Facebook regarding the deploy- 
ment of extra Gardai to the southside of the 
city.

Togher.” 

Deputy O Laoghaire said that this is not what 
was conveyed at the meeting, and will disap- 
point many residents locally. 

“Minister Coveney stated that ‘four ser- 
geants and 40 extra Gardai are to be introduced 
for Carrigaline, Bishopstown, Douglas, Mahon 
& Togher.’ 

“Having attended the Joint Policing Commit- 
tee (JPC) he referred to, that is not my under- 
standing of the situation.” 

Chief Superintendent Barry McPolin con- 
firmed at the JPC that the community policing 
force in Cork would be bolstered by an addi- 
tional two sergeants and 22 Gardai, bringing 
the size of the community policing team to four 
sergeants and 40 Gardai for the entire city. 

“People I believe will be hugely disap- 
pointed by the reality here. There is an enor- 
mous demand and desire for greater policing 
resources in the locality... Misleading state- 
ments such as that, are not remotely helpful in 
this regard.”

Irish Water and Cork County Council have turned 
the sod on a €28 million upgrade to the Skibbe- 
reen Regional Water Supply Scheme. 

Water treatment plants in Drimoleague, near 
Schull, and Ballinilough, near Leap, will be decom- 
missioned as ‘at risk’ water supplies with inad- 
equate treatment facilities. 

The two remaining plants for the scheme’s area, 
in Ballyhilty and Lake Cross, will be upgraded to 
become the sole sources of supply. 

Meanwhile, new treated water storage 
reservoirs will be built in Drimoleague, Schull, 
Leap and Sherkin to secure supply and compen- 
sate for the decommissioned plants. 

Defective and insufficient water mains currently 
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in place in Drimoleague, Castledonovan, Schull, 
Leap and Bluid will also be replaced under the 
scheme, as part of 40km of new water mains to be 
built. 

The project’s stated aim is to improve water 
quality and security of supply for the approxi- 
mately 7,000 people living in the scheme’s area: 
Skibbereen, Drimoleague, Schull, Leap, and Sher- 
kin Island. 

“The upgrade to the Skibbereen Regional 
Water Supply Scheme will address its 
water quality treatment deficiencies, which will 
enable the removal of 7,000 people from the 


Environmental Protection Agency’s Remedial Ac- 
tion List,” Brian Sheehan, Head of Asset Delivery 
at Irish Water, said. 

“These works will provide a secure and sustain- 
able supply of quality drinking water to Skibbe- 
reen, Drimoleague, Schull, Leap and Sherkin Is- 
land.” 

The sentiment was shared by Minister Jim Daly 
and Mayor of the County of Cork Patrick Gerard 
Murphy, who said that the project will bring ‘very 
significant benefits’ to the area well into the future. 

The project is expected to take about 18 
months to complete. 

Works are scheduled to begin in the coming 
weeks. 
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Ahern appointed honorary professor at Queen’s 


FORMER taoiseach Bertie Ahern 
has been appointed honorary 
professor of peace studies at 
Queen’s University in Belfast. 

Mr Ahern will take up the role 
at the Senator George J Mitchell 
Institute for Global Peace, Secur- 
ity and Justice. 

Mr Ahern, who served as taoi- 
seach from 1997 to 2008, played 
a significant role in the negoti- 
ations that led to the signing of 
the Good Friday Agreement. 

He also helped to negotiate 
the return of devolution to the 
North in 2007. 

In his role as honorary profes- 
sor, Mr Ahern will take part in 
workshops and masterclasses 
with students and will participate 
in events at the university. 

Mr Ahern will deliver his first 
lecture, the Harri Holkeri Lecture, 
next month, when he will reflect 
on Peace Process — In Light Of 
Brexit Issues. 

The annual lecture recognises 
the achievements of former 
prime minister of Finland, the 
late Harri Holkeri, who used his 
skills as a negotiator and as a 
consensus-builder to facilitate 
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arms decommissioning and 
multi-party peace talks in the 
North. 

“Bertie Ahern has been an ad- 
vocate and supporter of the Mit- 
Chell Institute and the university 
for many years and his political 
experience will be an asset to 
both teaching and research at 
Queen’s,” said Professor Hast- 
ings Donnan, director of the in- 
stitute. 

“We look forward very much to 
his contribution over the next 
three years.” 

Mr Ahern said he was “privi- 
leged” to accept the honorary 
professorship. 

He added: “I have enjoyed 
working with Queen’s University 
since | received my honorary 
doctorate in 2008.”

x-soldier faces trial 


on 1972 killing of teen 


A former soldier is to be 
prosecuted for the murder 
of a teenage boy who was 
shot dead in 1972, North- 
ern lIreland’s Public Pros- 
ecution Service (PPS) has 
announced. 


The veteran, identified as 
Soldier B, will face the charge 
of murdering 15-year-old Da- 
niel Hegarty. 

He was shot and killed by a 
member of an army patrol on 
duty in the Creggan area of 
Derry on July 31, 1972, during 
what was known as Operation 
Motorman. 

Daniel died after being shot 
twice in the head by Soldier B. 

The former soldier will also 
be charged with wounding 
with intent after Daniel’s 
cousin Christopher Hegarty, 
then aged 17, was also shot 
and injured in the incident. 

Last year the Hegarty 
family won the right to seek 
the prosecution of the soldier 
after the High Court quashed 
a PPS decision not to bring 
criminal charges against him. 

The director of the PPS, 
Stephen Herron, met with 
members of the Hegarty 
family to inform them of the 
decision at a private meeting 
yesterday. 

The Hegarty family wel- 
comed the decision. In a state- 
ment they said: “This has been 
a long journey. We have lost 
our parents along the way 
and, recently, our sister Phil- 
omena. 

“Daniel was a 15-year-old 
child, full of life, shot twice in 
the head at close range and 
left for dead by Soldier B dur- 
ing what has been called Oper- 
ation Motorman. 

“Tt has taken 47 years to fin- 
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ally get the State to do the 
right thing. 

“We understand that the 
criminal process must now be 
allowed to take its own course. 

“We will respect that in the 
same way we have respected 
the legal process that has 
brought us to this day. 

“We offer our support to 
other families seeking justice. 
Stick with it. Difficult as it is, 
engage with your solicitor and 
follow the legal route in a pa- 
tient and dignified way in the 
memory of the loved one you 
seek justice for. 

“What is the alternative? No 
system of justice is perfect. We 
urge anyone fighting for jus- 
tice to never give up. Even 
during those dark days. 

“We know that further pa- 
tience and resilience is going 
to be required moving for- 
ward. 

“But we are here now, for 
Daniel, for our mother and 
father and our sister, Philom- 
ena. 

“We wish Soldier B no ill 
will. We have not and do not 
seek revenge or retribution. 

“We just want the criminal 
trial to begin. We have waited 
long enough for this day of jus- 
tice for Daniel. 

“We know from the support 
of others that it is never too 
late for justice, not only seen 
to be done but being seen to be 
believed.” 

Mr Herron said: “Following 
the ruling of the Divisional 
Court last year, I conducted a 
review of this case. I have con- 
cluded that the evidence 
which can be presented at 
court is sufficient to provide a 
reasonable prospect of convic- 
tion and that the evidential 
test for prosecution is met.”

‘Carbon tax could be hiked if 
emission targets aren’t met’ 


THE Government will consider hiking carbon 
taxes annually if emissions targets are not met, 
the energy minister has said. 

Richard Bruton said carbon tax would not be 
increased in this year’s budget but that it could 
be on the cards for the 2020 budget. 

Mr Bruton made the comments at the launch of 
the International Energy Agency’s (IEA) 2019 
review of Ireland’s energy policies in Dublin 
yesterday. 

The IEA recommended that the Government 
introduce an “automatic upward adjustment” 
in carbon tax if Ireland fails to meet its emission 
targets each year. 

“They believe that if we’re not reaching a target 
we should consider upping to, if you like, have 
the carbon price responding to an annual per- 
formance,” Mr Bruton said. 

“| suppose that is open to consideration.” 

But he added that it was important that tax- 
payers would have an idea of where carbon tax 
price increases were likely to end up. 

While Mr Bruton said ultimately it was up to the 
finance minister whether to increase carbon 
taxes in October’s Budget, he said both he and 
the Taoiseach had been clear that increases 
should be put in place in the coming years: “A 
carbon trajectory will be put in place. That 
won't happen this year, but that will be one of 
the issues considered in the 2020 budget.” 


Plebiscite on a directly elected Lord Mayor with 
executive functions for Cork City Council 


On May 24 2019, the electors of the administrative area of Cork City will be asked to vote on a Government 
proposal for a Lord Mayor with executive functions for Cork City Council to be directly elected by the people. 


This public vote is called a plebiscite. This is an electoral poll consulting the public on a proposal. The plebiscite 
will take place on the same day as the local and European elections and the referendum on the regulation of 
divorce. Plebiscites will also take place in Limerick City and County, and Waterford City and County, on the same 


issue at the same time. 


Under the Government’s proposal, the directly elected mayor would represent the entire Cork City Council area, 
serve for a 5-year term, and would have additional executive functions, including: 


(a) some or all of the functions now performed by the Chief Executive of the City Council 


(b) such other functions as may be provided by or under statute 


If the proposal is approved by a majority of voters in Cork City, the Minister for Housing, Planning and Local 
Government will submit a report to the Oireachtas with legislative proposals for an election of a Lord Mayor with 
executive functions by the people of Cork City. The Oireachtas will then consider the legislation. 


If the proposal is not approved by a majority of voters in Cork City, the current structures in Cork City Council 


could not be changed without legislation.

Welcome for Gender 





!RELAND’S largest public service union 
has welcomed a Government Bill that 
would compel firms to report on their 
gender pay gaps, but says it wants to see 
a quick expansion of the number of com- 
panies covered by the new law. 


Forsa says the Gender Pay Gap Information 
Bill 2019 effectively confirms the Government’s 
intention to limit gender pay gap reporting to 
organisations with more than 250 employees, at 
least initially. 

The union says this omits about two-thirds of 
the workforce, and says it’s imperative that the 
threshold falls to 50 after three years, as envis- 
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aged in the Bill. Forsa official Geraldine 
O’Brien also welcomed provisions in the Act 
that require data to be disclosed by pay band 
and job classification. “This implies that 
gender pay data will be available on a grade-by- 
grade basis. I’m also pleased to see that regu- 
lations could give employers a duty to publish 
the measures they are taking to close the pay 
gap. This would give Forsa and other unions a 
great opportunity to negotiate actions to ad- 
dress pay inequality,” she said. 

The legislation will also require reporting on 
differences in bonus pay, part-time pay and the 
pay of men and women on temporary 
contracts. 

“These are positive steps, but a further 22% 
of the workforce will be covered once the repor- 
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Pay Gap Information bill 


ting threshold falls to 50. We’ll be watching 
closely to ensure that this happens in the three- 
year timescale proposed,” she said. 

Last June, Forsa criticised the Government 
for publishing its own legislation on the issue, 
rather than amending an existing opposition 
Bill that was already well advanced. “The fail- 
ure to amend and support Ivana Bacik’s pion- 
eering Bill has slowed down the process, and 
there is now an onus of the Government to 
enact this legislation quickly,” said Ms 
O’Brien. 

Forsa has been at the forefront of the trade 
union campaign for legislation on gender pay 
gap reporting, which it says would encourage 
employers into tangible action to bridge the 
gap.

Progress 
needed on 
Park and 
Ride plans 


An update on the County 
Council plans to provide a 
Park and Ride facility in Car- 
rigaline is being sought by 
Fianna Fail Councillor Sea- 
mus McGrath. 

The Carrigaline councillor 
said there has been land desig- 
nated to the proposed amenity 
in the Shannonpark area for a 
number of years but there 
does not seem to be any prog- 
ress on the proposed develop- 
ment. 

Mr McGrath said that he 
thought a Park and Ride in 
Carrigaline would be a very 
popular option for people 
travelling to the city for work 
or leisure and also said that 
the new bus route through 
Carrigaline onto Ringaskiddy 
that is coming onstream in the 
coming months, could be used 
by people working out in that 
area. 

The Councillor also said 
routes from Carrigaline to 
Little Island and Mahon 
should also be considered, in 
line with the Park and Ride, in 
order to offer people an alter- 
native way of getting to work. 

“A Park and Ride would 
give people the opportunity to 
use the bus service more fre- 
quently for things like com- 
muting to and from work. 
There is significant traffic 
congestion in the area and the 
N28 is anumber of years away 
so we need to look at our op- 
tions.” 

Mr McGrath said that the 
bus route to Carrigaline had 
improved a great deal in re- 
cent months, now offering a 
service every 15 minutes and 
also boasting the first 24-hour 
route in Ireland. 

“My understanding is that 
the land has been designated, 
but it is not actually owned 
about the Council and there 
are a number of details that 
need to be worked through.”

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Former Volkswagen CEQ faces fraud charges 


Former Volkswagen CEO Martin 
Winterkorn has been charged in 
Germany over the car manufac- 
turer’s diesel emissions scandal. 
Prosecutors in Braunschweig 
say Mr Winterkorn failed to pre- 
vent the manipulation of engine 
software that let Volkswagen cars 
cheat on diesel emission tests. 
They claim he knew about the 
deceptive software since at least 
May 25 2014, despite his public 
statements he only became aware 


of the issue shortly before the 
scandal broke in September 2015. 

The prosecutors said Mr Win- 
terkorn and four other defendants 
on fraud charges were part of an 
ongoing deception that started in 
2006. 

The company has admitted 
installing software that could tell 
when the cars were on test stands 
for emissions certification. 

When the cars went on to every- 
day driving, the emission controls 


were turned off, improving mile- 
age and performance but emitting 
far more than the US legal limit of 
nitrogen oxides, a class of pollu- 
tant that is harmful to health. 

The prosecutors say that the 
defendants added a software 
update costing €23m in 2014 in an 
attempt to cover up the true rea- 
son for the elevated pollution 
emissions during regular driving. 

Mr Winterkorn and the others 
face from six months to 10 years 


imprisonment if convicted on 
charges of aggravated fraud invol- 
ving serious losses. 

Bonuses collected due to sales 
based on the deception could be 
forfeited. Prosecutors said bo- 
nuses that could be forfeited 
ranged from around €300,000 to 
€11m. 

Volkswagen has paid more than 
€27bn in fines and settlements in 
the months and years since being 
caught.

Football 
ban for 
Marin 


Former Brazilian Football 
Confederation president Jose 
Maria Marin has been banned 
for life from all football-re- 
lated activities, FIFA has an- 
nounced. 

Marin, 86, was found guilty 
of bribery after an investi- 
gation by the world governing 
body’s ethics committee. 

FIFA said: “The adjudica- 
tory chamber found that Mr 
Marin had breached article 27 
(bribery) of the FIFA Code of 
Ethics and, as a result, banned 
him for life from all football- 
related activities (adminis- 
trative, sports, or any other) at 
both national and inter- 
national level. In addition, a 
fine in the amount of one mil- 
lion Swiss francs (€880,000) 
has been imposed on Mr 
Marin.” 

Marin was one of seven 
FIFA officials arrested at a Zu- 
rich hotel in May 2015 and, 
after a six-week trial in the US, 
was found guilty in December 
2017 on six of the seven counts 
against him of money laun- 
dering, wire fraud and con- 
spiratorial racketeering. 


Fertility 
doctor’s 
49 kids 


A DUTCH fertility doctor who 
used his own sperm to father 
49 children, without telling 
their mothers he was the 
donor, may have even more 
children. 

The case of Dr Jan Karbaat, 
who died in 2017, has riveted 
the Netherlands, due to its mix 
of unethical medical behav- 
iour, privacy concerns, DNA 
testing, legal wrangling, and 
the rights of children to know 
who their parents are. 

Ties van der Meer of the 
Dutch Donor Child Foun- 
dation said three more people 
contacted him over the wee- 
kend because they suspect 
they may also have been con- 
ceived using Dr Karbaat’s 
sperm. 

DNA tests revealed last 
week that Dr Karbaat was the 
biological father of 49 
children. Most are now adults. 

Publicity surrounding the 
case means that the extended 
family may grow even larger 
as more people seek to check 
their DNA against Dr Kar- 
baat’s.

muscle 


PATIENTS could one day be spun around 
in a machine which simulates the effects 
of gravity to prevent muscle wastage 
during long hospital stays, scientists say. 





Anew study will explore what happens when 
volunteers, subjected to 60 days of bed rest, 
spend 30 minutes per day strapped to a human 
centrifuge. 

The research will be carried out by two UK 
universities and could also help astronauts 
who are sent on long missions. 

Professor Hans Degens, who is leading the 
work at Manchester Metropolitan University, 
said: “Artificial gravity could help astronauts 
to maintain muscle mass in space and help 
back here on Earth too by preventing severe 
muscle degeneration in hospitalised patients. 

“Currently, astronauts have to exercise for 
up to 2.5 hours every day, take nutrient supple- 
ments, and keep high protein diets to maintain 
muscle mass while they are in space. 

“Despite this, severe muscle deterioration 
still occurs. 

“One day, astronauts might have a daily 
quick spin in a centrifuge on the ISS rather 
than spend hours on gym equipment in space. 

“For hospital patients it could greatly im- 
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prove their recovery during rehabilitation and 
after they leave.” 

A total of 12 healthy men and 12 healthy 
women are expected to take part in the re- 
search. 

The volunteers will be subjected to 60 days of 
bed rest, mimicking the effects of microgravity 
space conditions. 

Some of the group will spend 30 minutes 
every day lying flat in the human centrifuge as 
it spins. 

Researchers will carry out a series of tests 
and examine muscle degeneration, as well as 
ways to prevent lower back pain. 

UK science minister Chris Skidmore said: 
“This pioneering research hopes to lessen the 
impact on future space flights, something 
which will be particularly important if we ever 
send humans on the long journey to Mars. 

“It has benefits on Earth too, helping the 
thousands of patients who develop muscle 
weakness from lengthy stays in a hospital bed. 

“We will need to embrace new technology 
like this to meet the needs of our ageing so- 
ciety.” 

The first of two tests is already under way, 
with the second due to begin in September. 
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Only known female member 
of rare turtle species dies 


THE only known female member of one of the 
world’s rarest turtle species has died at a zoo 
in southern China. 

The animal was one of four Yangtze giant soft- 
shell turtles known to be remaining in the 
world. 

The Suzhou zoo, where the female turtle lived, 
also houses a male Yangtze giant softshell 
turtle. 

The other two live in Vietnam, but their genders 
are unknown. 

The turtle died on Saturday afternoon, the Suz- 
hou city government said in a statement, citing 
the zoo. It said experts have already used tech- 
nology to collect the turtle’s ovarian tissue for 
future research. 

The state-run People’s Daily reported that the 
turtle was more than 90 years old and had 
undergone a fifth attempt at artificial insemi- 
nation shortly before she died. 

A medical examination found the turtle to be in 
good health prior to the procedure, the 
People’s Daily said, and the artificial insemi- 
nation appeared to go smoothly. 

But the turtle died the following day. 

Yangtze giant softshell turtles originated in 
China, making their homes in the Yangtze 
River and Taihu Lake, according to the 
People’s Daily. The species is often referred to 
as the most endangered turtle in the world. 
Suzhou authorities said Chinese and foreign 
experts are investigating the cause of the 
turtle’s death. 
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Now back our 
league clubs 


THE priority for the Football Association of 
Ireland (FAI) now must be to invest in the 
League of Ireland. 

The treatment of the league has been an ab- 
solute disgrace. 

Asacity and county with a long and glorious 
tradition of League of Ireland clubs, and 
players and coaches of immense talent, Cork 
has a strong interest in seeing the league 
achieve its potential. The end result of that, if it 
was to happen, would be hugely positive for 
soccer in the community at all levels, and for 
the international team. 

Several other small European countries, 
such as Denmark, Holland, Sweden and Ice- 
land, prioritise their home-based senior 
leagues and have achieved real success as a re- 
sult. 

By way of contrast, the FAI has put its money 
almost exclusively into the international set-up 
and into local amateur leagues and clubs, while 
neglecting the League of Ireland and its clubs. 

Now is the time for that to change. 

Of course the FAI must continue to support 
both the local clubs at all levels — including the 
Munster Senior League, the AUL and the 
schoolboys and schoolgirls clubs and leagues 
— and the international team. But that team 
should be fed by a production line of top-class 
professional players making their living and 
developing their skills in the League of Ireland, 
having come up the ranks here at home and not 
being under any pressure to take a gamble by 
emigrating to the lower divisions of the English 
league. 

In this era of opportunity for change, the FAI 
needs to create a structure for the League of 
Ireland which resources the clubs, including 
the provision of serious prizemoney and by in- 
vesting heavily in the promotion and market- 
ing side of the sport. 

The intention must be to create a career path 
for our talented youngsters to be able to gain a 
place in the professional game here at home, on 
decent, full-time wages and conditions. 

If the right investment and support structure 
is put into that league, it will be able to support 
a cadre of players who will then staff the inter- 
national team and make it competitive again. 

Of course, at the right time for them, the 
superstar players will be able to transfer 
abroad, but hopefully they will do so for serious 
money, rather than the pittances coming to 
clubs here under the present regime. That will 
be good for the Irish game at every level. 

If it is done right, the new FAI strategy could 
also see our clubs competing successfully in 
Europe. Wouldn’t that be wonderful.

AMILY businesses are the core strength 
and fabric of Ireland’s indigenous 
economy. 

The value and role of family business- 
es is being redefined in 21st century Ireland. It 
is estimated that 85% of all businesses in 
Ireland are either family-run or family-owned. 

The practice of what a ‘family in business’ 
looks like and how it works is changing 
dramatically through such factors as digital 
technologies, globalization and the internet. 

It is known that family businesses have the 
wherewithal and capacity to manage chang- 
ing economic environments, a capacity and 
agility that many non-family businesses 
simply do not have. This ability to survive is 
based on a variety of factors — family loyalty, 
the ability to work long hours and the capacity 
to adapt, including adjust outgoings. 

Family business succession in this new era 
is not focused on just a realisation of wealth or 
the transfer of business ownership from one 
generation of ownership to the next. Succes- 
sion is about the generational transfer of the 
skills that create the wealth and the passion 
for the business. Succession is a process of en- 
abling the compounding of skills and wealth 
from generation to generation whilst ensuring 
individual growth, a sense of contribution and 
family unity. 

The most recent research informs us that a 
majority of family businesses 
are in good shape and that they 
are positive about the future, in 
spite of some looming global 
threats and the imminent im- 
pact of Brexit. Families are 
meeting these external chal- 
lenges. They are investing in 
technology and keeping pace 
with the emerging world 
thereby ensuring their ongoing 
competitiveness. 

Strong family businesses 
have strong core values. Values 
such as fairness, integrity, hon- 
esty and ethical practice. More 
so than ever before these values 
can be observed and shared with 
the wider community. For many 
family businesses the values, 
management style, decision 
making and strategic planning 
is placed within one person. For- 
mal board structures and plan- 
ning are all too often absent. Fu- 
ture planning is largely subjec- 
tive and operational manage- 
ment is a combination of in- 
formation to hand and the most 
pressing issue. All of this does 
not mean that such businesses 
do not grow and thrive, they do. 
The key issue is the founder, 
owner and entrepreneur — all too often their 
demise leads to the demise of the business. 

Some 70% of family businesses cease to 
trade within five years of the death of the 
founder. Family business dynamics are well 
documented and understood. Families in busi- 
ness tend to keep their issues very confiden- 
tial and the culture is not to converse on 
family business matters outside of the family. 
Quite often the boardroom of a family busi- 
ness is a fictional boardroom. In practice im- 
portant decisions are often made at the 
kitchen table, they are subjective and not open 
to scrutiny. Improving the decision-making 
process will enhance the businesses competi- 
tive position. The need to improve the skills 
and capability of emerging next generation 
family business managers was included in the 
most recent Government’s Action Plan for 
Jobs. This prioritisation of the issue demon- 
strates the importance that Government is 
placing on Ireland’s family businesses. Enter- 
prise Ireland’s support (REDF project) of Cork 
Urban Enterprise clg’s and Cork City Coun- 
cil’s Northside for Business programme in 
building Ireland’s first Family Business 
Centre of Excellence at the Northside for Busi- 
ness Campus in Cork is evidence of that family 
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launching the Family Business Awards. 


businesses are important to the overall econ- 
omy’s welfare. 

There are solid reasons for this a) the cre- 
ation and retention of viable economic activ- 
ity in specific geographical locations, b) im- 
proving the capacity, creativity and inno- 
vation of the enterprise and c) increasing em- 
ployment and economic return. 

From experience the quality of leadership 
and the decision making capability of the 
founder owner manager is the single most im- 
portant element in the development and in 
more recent history the survival of their busi- 
ness. Much of the leadership is natural and 
whilst formal training may never have been 
received there is a quality that comes through 
experience and practice. 

Making sure the business successfully 
transfer from one generation to the next gen- 
eration requires leadership and planning. 
Succession planning is a process. Whilst the 
succession event will lie in the future, succes- 
sion planning should be a present reality. Bal- 
ancing the family’s need against the demands 
of the business and the complexity of planning

are two significant challenges when dealing 
with the issue. So how do you start the pro- 
cess? Commence an internal conversation — 
compile your goals, speak with other stake- 
holders, family and others and identify the 
critical issues.

The most important question all family 
business owners should be able to answer is — 
in the circumsances of an unplanned critical 
event, sudden illness, accident or death how 
well prepared (protected) is the family’s and 
the business’s welbeing?

conviction called into question the 
credibility of ‘trial by jury’ in cases 
where the accusation or the one 
accused is the focus of public 
hysteria. Mr Hayes wisely did not 
contest either of these points. 

As to the matter of witnesses, the 
alleged abuse was of such an explicit 
nature that those in the sacristy 
could not but see it taking place. 

Several witnesses testified that 
they did not see it happening, includ- 
ing the master of ceremonies who 
had accompanied Cardinal Pell at all 
times. 

It is noteworthy that a previous 
trial for the exact same charges, 
some months earlier, had left the 
jury deadlocked; 10 out or the 12 
jurors backing a ‘not guilty’ verdict, 
and that on becoming a bishop, 
Cardinal Pell, implemented a child- 
safeguarding system, several years 
in advance to it being rolled out 
nationally. 

Horrible things happen, but this 
does not necessarily mean that all 
who are accused are guilty, or indeed 
that all who make such accusations 
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are reliable. 

A presumption of guilt can all too 
easily be generated by the media. 
Public perception can get in the way 
of separating one’s revulsion at the 
alleged crime from the facts, leaving 
the defendant without any means of 
proving his innocence. In some 
cases, it is CCTV evidence that has 
been decisive. 

It was most unusual that the police 
opened this investigation into 
Cardinal Pell, without any accu- 
sation having been made against 
him. Twelve accusations were subse- 
quently brought forward, however 
all but this one were considered to be 
too implausible to proceed with. 

Some would see parallels with the 
condemnation the philosopher 
Socrates, by the authorities of 
ancient Athens, because his public 
persona was questioning and unsett- 
ling the status quo. 

As Cardinal Pell awaits an appeal 
hearing, he spends 23 hours a day in 
solitary confinement and is denied 
his prayer-book (breviary).

HETHER she genuinely 

believes she made a mistake, 

or not, Lisa Smith, the 

convert to Islam who, with 
her two-year-old daughter, is 
currently in a prison camp in Syria, 
is an Irish citizen. 

As far as I’m concerned she is, 
therefore, entitled to the help and 
assistance of the Irish state and if she 
wants to come home she should be 
allowed to do so. In fact, she should be 
brought home and assisted in every 
way possible to reintegrate with her 
family and the community generally. 

Whilst I might believe that what she 
did was ill-judged and maybe even 
stupid, it is my firm belief that one’s 
natural citizenship is part of the 
essence of a person and talk of 
stripping somebody of that natural 
citizenship is unthinkable. 

Lisa Smith isn’t the only one to 
have made a serious mistake in life. 
We have all done so, to a greater or 
lesser extent. It would be a sad day 
indeed if the mistakes we have made 
were to influence how we are treated 
when we encounter difficulties. 

Probably one of the most notorious 
traitors of the 20th century was Lord 
Haw Haw (William Joyce) who broad- 
cast Nazi propaganda to Britain from 
Germany during World War II. He 
was American-born, thus an Ameri- 
can citizen, though of an Irish father, 
which could have entitled him to apply 
for Irish citizenship. There is no 
evidence that he did so. He became a 
German citizen in 1940 but still helda 
British passport. 

When he was charged with and 
tried in London for high treason in 
1946, he claimed that he could not be 
convicted of betraying a country that 
was not his own. The Attorney Gen- 
eral, however, successfully argued 
that Joyce’s possession of a British 
passport, even though he had mis- 
stated his nationality to get it, en- 
titled him (until it expired) to British 
diplomatic protection in Germany, 
therefore he owed allegiance to the 
King at the time he commenced 
working for the Germans. It was on 
this basis that Joyce was convicted of 
the charge and sentenced to death on 
September 19, 1945. I wonder if it was

to be argued again at a good distance 
in time from the events of the war 
would the result be the same. 

There was, however, never any 
question of stripping him of his 
citizenship — his natural citizenship 
being American — but it would appear 
that, despite his crime, it suited the 
authorities to keep him within what 
they considered their jurisdiction. 
British attitudes, just a few months 
from the ending of the war, at every 
level, were still very anti-German 
and the judges seemed to go along 
with it. 

Citizenship is the status ofa 
person recognised as being a legal 
member of a sovereign state or 
belonging to a nation. A person may 
have multiple citizenships. 

Nationality is often confused with 
citizenship. Nationality, however, 
differs technically and legally from 
citizenship, which is a different legal 
relationship between a person and a 
country. The noun ‘national’ can in- 
clude both citizens and non-citizens. 

The most common distinguishing 
feature of citizenship is that citizens 
have the right to participate in the 
political life of the state, such as by 
voting or standing for election. In 
most modern countries, however, all 
nationals are citizens of the state and 
full citizens are always nationals of 
the state. 

Article 9 of our constitution, 
Bunreacht na hEireann, deals with 
citizenship but, in fact, says little 
enough about it. In sub-article 1.2 it 
states that “the future acquisition and 
loss of Irish nationality and citizen- 
ship shall be determined in accord- 
ance with law”. 

In effect, the whole question is left 
to the Oireachtas (Dail and Seanad) 
and even though that article speaks 
of the possible ‘loss’ of citizenship I 
feel that one’s natural citizenship, by 
birth, should be inviolable, unless 
the person consents. 

The Irish Nationality and Citizen- 
ship Act 1956, as amended, is the law 
governing those areas. 

We are, of course, also regarded as 
citizens of the EU. 

For the first number of years that I 
was a judge, persons who were ac- 
quiring Irish citizenship made their 
declaration of fidelity to the state in 
the District Court.

for a ceremony during which the 
declarations are made. A retired 
High Court judge (who, up to now, has 
been Mr Justice Bryan McMahon) 
has conducted the ceremony. 

When I was a student, Judge 
McMahon was a professor in the law 
department in UCC. He was a lec- 
turer I truly admired and his lectures 
were something to be looked forward 
to. They were colourful and exciting 
and full of wisdom. In one of his first 
lectures I attended he said something 
I have never forgotten. Dealing with 
the topic of persons’ rights and duties 
he said: “Every right has a corre- 
sponding duty.” 

Rights and duties are closely re- 
lated and cannot be separated from 
one another. Both go side by side. 
They are the two sides of the same 
coin. If the state gives the right to life 
to a citizen, it also imposes an 
obligation on him to not expose his 
life to dangers, as well as to respect 
the life of others. If I have a right to 
work and earn, it is also my duty to 
recognise the same right of others. 

To my mind, there is no more suit- 
able person to host the ceremony for 
new citizens than Judge McMahon. 

Citizenship is really about rights 
and duties. The rights include: 

@ equality before the law, 

@ freedom to travel, 

@ freedom of expression 

@ religious liberty and 

@ trial by jury (There are exceptions 


but only with consent.) 

@ The right to carry an Irish passport, 
@ to leave Ireland to travel abroad, 
@ to vote in an Irish election and 

M@ to be elected to government in 
Ireland and in the European Union. 

As an Irish citizen, one is also 
entitled to live, travel and work 
within the European Union/Euro- 
pean Economic Area. As an Irish 
citizen living in Ireland, one also has 
certain duties and responsibilities. 
They include: 

@ the duty to observe and uphold the 
basic rule of law in Ireland and 
@ to serve on a jury if called upon. 

An Irish citizen living outside of 
Ireland, is also entitled 
@ to an Irish passport, as well as 
@ diplomatic supports from Irish em- 
bassies/consulates abroad. 

An Irish citizen may also hold dual 
citizenship, that is, citizenship of 
another country, though certain 
countries do not recognise dual citi- 
zenship. The law in some countries 
provides for the automatic termi- 
nation of its citizenship or nationality 
if one acquires another citizenship or 
nationality. The acquisition of Irish 
citizenship does not automatically 
void the obligations of another 
citizenship or nationality that one 
holds (for example, the requirement 
to complete military service or pay 
taxes). 

In the early 1950s, the Council of 
Europe drafted, gave effect to and 
promulgated the European Conven- 
tion on Human Rights (ECHR). It is 
an international convention to 


protect human rights and political 
freedoms in Europe. All Council of 
Europe member states are party to 
the Convention and new members 
are expected to ratify the convention 
at the earliest opportunity. 

The Convention established the 
European Court of Human Rights 
(ECHR). Any person who feels his or 
her rights have been violated under 
the Convention by a state party can 
take a case to the Court. Judgments 
finding violations are binding on the 
States concerned and they are 
obliged to execute them. 

The Committee of Ministers of the 
Council of Europe monitors the 
execution of judgements, particularly 
to ensure payment of the amounts 
awarded by the Court to the 
applicants in compensation for the 
damage they have sustained. The 
compensations imposed under 
ECHR can be large; in 2014, Russia 
was ordered to pay in excess of $2 bil- 
lion in damages to former share- 
holders of Yukos, an oil and gas ex- 
ploration and production company. 

It is sometimes interesting to note, 
when watching news programmes in 
which protest marches and other 
activities are featured, what the 
placards say. Very often they seem to 
be claiming rights that I find very 
hard to identify as genuine rights#”’. 
We do. after all, live now in an era 
where it is very easy to claim ‘rights’ 
but it is very difficult to establish the 
basis for the ‘rights’ claimed.

YOUNG Cork man has just directed 
Westlife’s new video and has described 
it as a ‘turn of fortune’ in his blossoming 
directing career. 

Lochlainn McKenna, a 25-year-old from Cork 
city, is a graduate of drama and theatre studies 
from UCC, but said an inability to make money 
from acting pushed him into production. 

He’s only been working as a freelance direc- 
tor full time for the past two years and has al- 
ready had the ‘surreal experience’ of working 
on Westlife’s Better Man, which was written by 
none other than global superstar Ed Sheeran. 

Shot over two days in Dublin, his concept for 
the video was to show a new mature, adult 
Westlife as well as their more human side. 

“The whole idea was to create an era specific 
representation of the struggles that face 
musicians who go on to become megastars like 
Westlife,” explained Lochlainn. 

“We set the video in 1993 and move into the 
present day. A young couple in the video are 
around 14 — which is around the age Westlife 
would have been around then. 

“It’s a dramatised story which essentially 
looks at the choices we make when we’re 
younger and how they can be amended as we 
get older... with Westlife performing in the 
middle. It was really important to me that 
Westlife were bedded within our narrative. I 
wanted them to play themselves recording, 
rather than a straight up performance video to 
camera.” 

Lochlainn, who is known as ‘Locky’, said the 
band members were ‘really professional’. 

“They really understood the process. They 
were very collaborative and were respectful of 
the work we were doing. Outside of shooting 
they were sound and there was a lot of banter 
between them personally. Honestly, I don’t 
have a bad word to say about them,” he said. 

It’s been a whirlwind six months for the young 
film and commercial director as he is also 
waiting to find out if a music video he directed 
with electronic artist Daithi is included in the 
Young Director Awards in Cannes. 

“T also won three Kinsale Shark Awards in 
September for a music video I made with Daithi 
over the summer. One of those awards was for 
Best New Director. 

“That garnered a lot of attention and I meta 
lot of amazing companies in London off the back 
of that and signed with production company 
Kode Media, which is how I got the Westlife gig.” 

Since then Locky’s gone on to receive a 
prestigious Vimeo Staff Pick for another collab- 
oration with Daithi and won two Institute of 
Creative Advertising and Design Emerging 
Director Award. 

He has also directed ads for Toyota, Heineken, 
Sky, Aer Lingus and Aldi, some for TV, some 
for online. 

Currently based in Dublin he’s considering a 
move across the pond as his relationship with 
Kode grows. 

“At the moment it’s just a case of working my 
way up the ladder and sustaining a living, really. 
I want to move on to bigger commercials and 
music videos — Westlife is a turn of fortune in 
this regard — in the short term future. Beyond 
that I’d ultimately like to make more films, 
shorts on to futures. 

“That’s the end game, but to be honest I’m 
very happy making music videos and commer- 
cials. It’s a fantastic career.” 

Lochlainn is really keen to emphasise that, 
especially to younger readers. 

“There’s a whole sphere of careers you're not 
traditionally exposed to in the film industry. 
You don’t need to have a degree, you just need 
to be a diligent hard worker with a desire to 
learn and have self-belief. “In my opinion, the 
beauty of this industry is you can achieve what- 
ever you want if you believe in yourself. 

“Tf you’re a hard worker you’ll find there are 
jobs in the camera department, special effects,

costume, assistant directing, sound, post- 
production, lighting, construction, art direc- 
tion... there really are so many avenues but it’s 
not mentioned in schools and our industry is 
truly booming, I wish there was more emphasis 
put on it. 

“Freelance can be scary but it’s really 
rewarding and I think it’s ashame more people 
don’t take the plunge!” 

For now, Locky is still processing the whole 
Westlife experience. 

“It’s been two months of grafting from the 
various rounds of pitching to pre-production to 
the shooting and the eventual post-production. 
Ed Sheeran wrote the song so for a lot of my 
younger family that means a lot more to them 
than Westlife! 

“Tt’s been a surreal experience working with 
the band and our amazing crew to deliver 
something I’m really proud of. I have to say... I 
never thought I’d direct a Westlife video!”

Ed’s Cork cousins make a documentary about him 


WHEN it came to filming a documentary 
about his songwriting, Ed Sheeran kept it in 
the family. 

The multi-award winning singer/song- 
writer is the subject of his cousin, Murray 
Cummings’ documentary, Songwriter, which 
will be screened at the Fastnet Film Festival in 
Schull in May. 

Murray’s brother, Billy, was also involved 
as director of photography and Murray’s 
step brother, William Bean, has produced 
animated content for the documentary. 

Murray, Billy and William are all past 
pupils of Schull Community College and 
will take part in a post-screening Q&A 
session at the festival. Murray, who was 
born in London and mostly brought up in 
West Cork, says Ed is too busy to attend the 
festival, but the documentary has his bless- 
ing. 

Living in Los Angeles for the past three 
years, 34-year-old Murray isn’t involved in 
a hyper competitive film industry life. “I 
live a fairly relaxed and normal life. The 
documentary is an independent film. I was 
just putting it together on my own in my 
house.” 

The documentary was well received at 
the Berlin Film Festival last year. It was 
also screened at the Tribeca Film Festival 
in New York. After a number of screenings 
there, it was announced that the documen- 
tary had been sold to Apple Music. “That 
was really exciting,” said Murray. 

The friendship between cousins Murray 
and Ed, whose paternal grandparents are 
Irish, started on holidays at their grand- 
mother’s house in Ireland “when we were 
kids — our parents made sure that all of 
the cousins would hang out together”. 

Murray added: We would go on holidays 
together. I was hanging out with Ed when 
he was four and I was a bit older (six years 
older.) Then we kind of grew apart a little 
and when I was a teenager, he wasn’t. But 
we got back in touch when Ed was 13. We 
were both listening to the same music and 
we sent each other stuff, back and forth.

“We really became close when Ed moved 
to London. I had moved there to work for a 
company called Lightning Productions 
which makes music videos. 

“Ed was doing the open mic circuit in 
London because he wanted to become a 
musician. So he stayed on my couch in 
London.” 

The cousins became “really close. Ed 
asked me to do videos for him. When he 
signed a record deal a year later, he asked 
me to come on the road with him and film 
everything.” 

A seemingly affable guy, Murray says his 
famous cousin is “sound and well-raised. If 
you meet his parents, you’ll understand 
why. They’re so nice and easy-going.” 

When it comes to his music career, Ed is 
described by Murray as “a determined lad. 
He loves music, he loves writing and he 
loves performing. He used to be shy as a 
kid. I think music helped him to get over 
that. He’d write something then realise 
that he’d rather play it for people than just 
leave it sitting on his computer. 

“He would go out and get as many people 
as possible to hear it. That kind of drive is 
why he has ended up where he is.” 

Murray says Ed is always planning 
ahead. While writing an album, he’!] also 
be talking about his ideas for the music 
videos to go with the songs. One of the 
reasons his record company was so 
impressed with him was because he was 
always three albums ahead. 

“He was seen, not as a flash in the pan, but 
as someone you could have a career with.” 

The documentary is about the making of 
Ed’s third studio album, Divide. It includes 
never-before-seen home videos. 

“Luckily, I was able to go through our 
childhood videos and find bits to use. It was 
kind of nice to be able to do that.”

Murray wasn’t interested in exploring 
Ed’s fame. 

“IT decided to make something different. I 
wasn’t going to show fame. I didn’t want 
paparazzi, screaming fans or big stadiums. 
I didn’t want to have sit down interviews 
because I didn’t want to tell the audience 
how something came to be. I just wanted to 
show them. I feel the fame thing has been 
done before. His fans know so much about 
him. There’s a story that I felt only I could 
tell because I was the only person that was 
there. I thought it would be better for me to 
make a film about Ed writing songs 
because that’s the one part of his life that 
his fans don’t get to see.” 

The main thing Murray noticed about 
Ed’s writing process is that he doesn’t 
judge his songs at the beginning. He writes 
and writes. 

“The critical part of his brain isn’t on at 
that point. That comes much later in the 
process. He’s very prolific. He wrote 
around 200 songs for his third album, 12 of 
which made it, with 16 of them on a deluxe 
version of the album.” 

For the documentary, Murray spent six 
years of his life with Ed, on a touring bus. 

“TI basically toured the world with Ed. We 
were always together.” 

Ed was so busy touring that he worried 
he’d never get back to writing. But his pro-

ducer, the legendary Benny Blanco, sug- 
gested he should come on the road. 

“He brought his own tour bus and had a 
studio in it. So we went on Benny’s bus and 
Ed first wrote the song he ended up giving 
to Justin Bieber, called Love Yourself. I 
think Ed will work like this again. He 
enjoyed the process.” 

The documentary is like a road movie, 
says Murray: “Because Ed’s lifestyle is all 
over the place, it’s hard to track him down 
and get him to stay any place longer than a 
few days. So you have to go to him.” 

Murray ended up on a luxury cruise 
liner from New York to Southampton. 

“That was because Ed wanted to work 
with Benny Blanco in the UK. But Benny 
doesn’t like to fly as he was almost in an 
accident on a plane. Ed was saying he’d get 
him a boat. A studio was built in the cruise 
liner, down in the hull. We left New York 
and got to England.” 

Ed Sheeran has spoken about drinking, 
sometimes to excess, in the past. 

“I’m not sure what he’s up to now but 
we’ve given it up a few times. We used to 
give it up all the time on tour. By giving 
ourselves a break, we would sort ourselves 
out. I remember the first time Ed gave up 
drink that I know of. It was before his first 
album came out. He was worried that if he 
was drinking, he might get a few things 
wrong and not be on top of it. 

“He stopped drinking to make sure he 
was on the ball and that the album came 
out the way he wanted. So it’s not strange 
for him to do that.” 

From the young fella couch-surfing in his 
cousin’s home while he created a career for 
himself, Ed Sheeran has certainly come a 
long way. His album Divide was the best 
selling album worldwide in 2017. 

Murray is proud of his first film. It re- 
veals Ed to be a vulnerable and massively 
talented songwriter.

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ID you ever stop to consider when this 
green and misty state in which we live 
came into existence? Exactly when did 
the sovereign, democratic, constitu- 
tional system that seems to regulate our every 
thought, deed and word first see light of day? 

For many, the seismic moment was when 
Patrick Pearse, on that fateful Easter Monday 
in 1916, strode out onto the footpath outside 
Dublin’s General Post Office and read out the 
Proclamation of the Irish Republic. 

Others believe it was when the last signatory 
put pen to paper on the document known as the 
‘Articles of Agreement for a Treaty between 
Great Britain and Ireland’ at 2.30am on De- 
cember 6, 1921. 

Earlier, on January 2, 1919, the First Dail had 
been convened in Dublin’s Mansion House, and 
the ‘Declaration of Independence’ was read to 
the assembly. Could this date, then, be said to 
mark the beginning of our state? (The Unionist 
majority in the north-east, of course, had other 
ideas). 

The date of December 6, 1922, exactly a year 
after the Treaty was signed, is another 
contender, when the Irish Free State — 
Saorstat Eireann — come into being, judicially 
recognised for the first time since January 1, 
1801, as no longer part of the ‘United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland’. 

It had its own government, its own judiciary, 
its own flag and National Anthem, its own 
army, police and civil service, and the head of 
the British monarch would no longer appear on 
its coinage and stamps. 

The Free State, however, remained part of 
the ‘Commonwealth of Nations’ with dominion 
status along with, for example, the likes of Aus- 
tralia, Canada, South Africa and New Zealand. 

Instead of a President it had a Governor- 
General. TDs took an Oath of Allegiance to the 
king (a wily ‘backstop’ insisted on by David 
Lloyd George). 

_ This situation prevailed until 1937, when 
Eamon de Valera, in power with Fianna Fail 
since 1932, set about correcting the anomaly. 

Under the new Constitution, which set aside 
the old Free State one (which many regard as 
having been more liberal), the position of Gov- 
ernor-General was abolished, the 26 counties 
would henceforth have an elected Head of State 
known as An tUachtaran, or President; while 
the head of the cabinet would no longer have 
the unwieldy title of ‘President of the Executive 
Council of the Irish Free State’, but simply be 
known as An Taoiseach, meaning ‘Chief’, or 
‘Leader’. (Such quirky monikers were fashion- 
able in the Europe of the 1930s; for example, the 
Italians had their Duce and the Germans had 
their Fuhrer, both, loosely, meaning the same 
thing as Taoiseach). 

Under the new Constitution, the name of the 
state, in English, would be known as ‘Ireland’, 
or, in Irish, ‘Eire’. 

Depending on one’s point of view, any one of 
the aforementioned dates may be regarded as 
the defining moment when ‘Ireland’ finally 
severed its links with ‘Britain’. 

That link may be said to have begun 850 
years ago next month, on May 1, 1169, at a lonely 
place called Bannow Bay in County Wexford. 

That day, the first (minuscule) surge of Anglo- 
Norman adventurers under Robert fitzStephen 
and Maurice de Prendergast, in their shiny mail 
armour, waded ashore on the invitation of the 
disgruntled, ousted King of Leinster, Diarmait 
Mac Murchada. The invaders had come armed, 
not only with ‘state-of-the-art’ weaponry, but 
with a far more potent device in their arsenal: a 
decree from Pope Adrian IV himself, legitimis- 
ing their intervention in Ireland. 

His Papal Bull, Laudabiliter, among other 
things, sought to bring the Irish Church more 
effectively under the control of Rome. 

But there is a twist in this tale. Adrian — Ni- 
cholas Breakspear — was none other than a fel- 
low Brit, the only denizen of these islands, to 
date, to occupy the Throne of Peter. Was it all 
(perhaps the first?) shabby trick on the part of 
Perfidious Albion?!

a conference of the Commonwealth countries 
in Ottawa, Canada... 

Costello, head of the first ‘Inter Party’ 
government, made the announcement while in 
Canada, that the bill to declare Ireland a 
republic was to be introduced. 

It reportedly caught the cabinet back home 
unawares and caused consternation. Some 
were convinced the decision was made follow- 
ing offence taken by Costello to the high- 
handed attitude of the Governor-General of Ca- 
nada, Earl Alexander of Tunis. 

Of Scots-Irish Unionist stock, from Co. Ty- 
rone, the much-decorated Alexander had hada 
high profile as a Field Marshal in the British 
Army during World War II. Personality-wise, 
neither he nor Costello were a million miles 
apart. Costello was often described as ‘iras- 
cible’ or ‘grumpy’, and Alexander ‘hostile’ or 
‘tetchy’. The omens were not good. A classic 
case of ‘like poles repel’, perhaps? 

Still smarting over Eire’s neutral stance dur- 
ing the war, Alexander appeared to make a 
point of shunning the Irish at the conference in 
Canada. 

Furthermore, he had a replica of the famous 
‘Roaring Meg’ cannon, used by Protestants at 
the Siege of Derry to batter the Catholic be- 
siegers, placed on the table right in front of Cos- 
tello. He might as well have put a bust of Oliver

Cromwell there. 

Furthermore, a prior agreement that there 
would be separate toasts to ‘The King’ and “The 
President of Ireland’ was not carried through. 
To the fury of Costello, the only toast proposed 
was to “The King’. This was the last straw. 

At an impromptu press conference in Ottawa 
on September 7, 1948, the Taoiseach unilaterally 
declared that Ireland would sever its links with 
Britain and the Commonwealth by the repeal of 
the 1936 External Relations Act. 

On April 18 the following year, the Republic 
of Ireland Act (one of the shortest Acts ever, 
just one page long with only five sections) came 
into force, declaring Ireland a republic, sever- 
ing all connections with the ‘Commonwealth of 
Nations’, and negating the last role of the Brit- 
ish monarch in Irish affairs. 

It had passed through the Oireachtas unop- 
posed, Costello paying tribute to Eamon de Val- 
era and Fianna Fail’s constitutional initiatives 
to end the ‘bitterness that divided the peoples of 
these two islands for centuries’.

On Easter Monday, 1949, when the law came 
into effect and the country officially became a 
republic, the Government was acutely aware of 
the symbolism of the day: the 33rd anniversary 
of the start of the Easter Rising. 

In Cork, the ceremonies began just after the 
City Hall clock pealed the last chimes of mid- 
night, when Tom Barry, legendary leader of 
the West Cork Flying Column, read the 1916 
Proclamation from the plinth. 

An estimated 20,000 people thronged along 
the quays, listening to his words broadcast 
over the public address. Shortly after, the 
searchlights from the Irish Navy corvette LE 
Maev, berthed on Albert Quay, picked out the 
figure of Barry as he hoisted the tricolour on 
the flagstaff to the General Salute played by 


army buglers. The ceremonies ended with a 21- 
gun salute of artillery and the firing of a feu-de- 
joie from the City Hall roof by a party drawn 
from the 4th Battalion. 

Later that day, under a warm, cloudless sky, 
the large military parade, watched by thou- 
sands, was taken by Dr T. F. O’Higgins, Min- 
ister for Defence, from the saluting platform on 
Patrick Street. Members of the Old IRA under 
Tom Barry paraded at the base of the stand, 
while his wife, Leslie, led the Irish Red Cross 
contingent in the march-past. Michael Collins’s 
sister, Mrs Collins-Powell, was among the rep- 
resentatives of all sections of civic life, led by 
Lord Mayor Michael Sheehan, TD, seated on 
the platform. 

The Cork Examiner noted: “Cork City paid 
tribute to the new Irish Republic in a manner 
that reflected in the fullest possible terms the 
pride of the citizens in their new status. The 
city was gaily decorated for the occasion.” 

Messages of congratulations were received 
by the Government from all over the world, in- 
cluding ones from Pope Pius XII and President 
Harry S. Truman of the United States. But the 
one that was most keenly anticipated was that 
from our nearest neighbour. 

King George VI — father of the present 
queen — sent a message to President Séan T. 
O’Kelly saying: “I send you my sincere good 
wishes on this day, being well aware of the 
neighbourly links which held the people of the 
Republic of Ireland to close association with 
my subjects of the United Kingdom.

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NIGMATIC chocolatier Vianne Rocher 

swept into our psyche in the picturesque, 

sleepy little fictional French village of 

Lansquenet-sous-Tannes some 20 years 
ago — and today, Chocolat creator Joanne 
Harris contemplates how life has panned out 
for herself and her heroine. 

The bestselling novel, for those who don’t 
know it, starts at the beginning of Lent, when 
Vianne arrives in the village with her six-year- 
old daughter Anouk to open a chocolaterie in 
the square opposite the church, to the outrage 
of the local priest, Father Reynaud. 

Yet despite his protests, she gently changes 
the lives of the villagers who visit her, with a 
combination of sympathy, subversion and a 
little magic. 

The Oscar-nominated film adaptation 
starred Juliette Binoche, Johnny Depp and 
Alfred Molina — and even now, Harris seems a 
bit bewildered as to how her little book, written 
on Sunday mornings between her teaching job 
and looking after her then-three-year-old 
daughter, became a global sensation. 

“It’s completely unexpected, because I was 
told Chocolat wouldn’t sell and people wouldn’t 
be interested in that sort of scenario,” she says. 
“Clearly that wasn’t true, and I’m astonished 
on a daily basis as to how many people are still 
deeply invested in those characters and those 
stories — and it’s wonderful.” 

Her publishers are pushing the boat out with 
a new book jacket for the hit title’s 20th anni- 
versary — it’s actually the original jacket, but 
Harris has written a new introduction for it. 

“IT celebrate Chocolat every day. To me, the 
fact that those characters are still alive and still 
have stories to tell is a matter for celebration.” 

Harris has also written a new book, The 
Strawberry Thief, the fourth continuation — 
not sequel, she is adamant — of the story, 
which sees Vianne for once feeling a little 
insecure and unsure of what the future holds, 
as her daughter Anouk has flown the nest. 

When the local florist dies, leaving a piece of 
woodland to Vianne’s other daughter, Rosette, 
it stirs up all sorts of trouble, as the late florist’s 
own money-grabbing daughter tries to reclaim 
what she believes is rightfully hers. 

Harris admits that Vianne — and indeed all 
of the remaining characters — have changed, 
just as she has in the last 20 years. 

“She has changed because I have changed. 
I’m not quite the same person I was 20 years 
ago. We are not each other, of course, but we do 
have a lot of things in common,” says Yorkshire 
-born Harris. 

“We are both the mother of a child. When I 
wrote Chocolat, I was the mother of a four-year- 
old and now I’m the mother of a 25-year-old, 
and you can write from those perspectives only 
when you’ve actually been there.” 

In the book, Vianne misses her eldest child 
Anouk (Harris’s own daughter is called An- 
ouchka). Similarly, Harris admits she did feela 
sense of empty nest when Anouchka left home. 

“Vianne has never really found a place to 
settle down, so she’s invested a lot of her 
emotional energy in her children. The idea that 
one of them is flying off to a remote location is 
difficult for her to understand and come to 
terms with. 

“T think every parent goes through this toa 
certain degree, but with Vianne, it’s more 
intense. Of course, I wrote The Strawberry 
Thief in the year my daughter was preparing to 
get married and move abroad, so some of those 
things have come from me. 

“This book is very much about separation 
and loss and coming to terms with the fact that 
you don’t have quite the same role as you once 
did as a parent, and children have to be free to 
live their lives and do what they want to do. It’s 
a difficult thing for any parent.” 

When her daughter’s plans to live in Moscow 
(Anouchka’s husband is a Foreign Office 
diplomat) were changed several times due to 
world events, Harris found herself in turmoil. 

“There was the whole preparing to say good- 
bye to her and preparing for her to move out — 
and there was acertain amount of instability at 
that time. It can be very distracting and can 
contribute to those feelings of not quite know- 
ing what your role is any more.” 

Harris threw herself into her writing as a 
distraction. 

“It’s what I’ve always done. I invent worlds 
that I invest time and emotional energy in

because I like being there.” 

The daughter of teachers, Harris’s father met 
her French mother on an exchange in Brittany, 
and brought her back to live above his parents’ 
sweet shop. Growing up, the family spoke 
French at home and she always felt different. 

“Being brought up in the north of England, 
we were very foreign. There were very few 
foreigners in Barnsley, where we lived, and we 
were considered very strange,” she has said. 

“As a small child, I remember my mother 
taking me to school and the other mothers 
hearing us speaking in French, and physically 
moving away because it was that peculiar. 
There was a lot of suspicion and a certain 
amount of fear.” 

She went on to Cambridge University, where 
she read modern and medieval languages, and 
had a brief career in accountancy before be- 
coming a French teacher. She met her husband

how her life has changed since. 


Kevin at college — he does her accountancy, 
paperwork and helps manage her schedules. 

Away from her computer, Harris is never 
happier than when she’s walking around the 
five-acre plot surrounding her lovely Victorian 
home near Huddersfield, playing bass guitar in 
the band she’s been in since age 16, or simply 
lounging around. 

She writes from a posh stone shed she had 
built in her garden, where she is not disturbed 
by telephones, Wi-Fi or other distractions. 

She has no idea — nor does she seem to care 
— if a Chocolat movie sequel could be on the 
cards. Several of her books, including Black- 
berry Wine and Coastliners, have been optioned 
for movies, but she’s not holding her breath. 

“Options get sold all the time, but films 
rarely get made as fast as Chocolat was made. 
The process is long and boring and the author 
doesn’t have much to do with it. It’s not some- 
thing I get excited about.” But she has kept in 
touch with Juliette Binoche, who she sees at 
events from time to time. 

Chocolat was a tough act to follow, and orig- 
inally Harris didn’t plan to do any follow-ups, 
for fear of being pigeonholed, she explains. She 
has since written across many different genres, 
including crime, fantasy and even cookbooks. 
“People who would have not necessarily fol- 
lowed me into fantasy or crime or psychologi- 
cal thrillers have, because they just happened

to like the way I wrote,” she says. 

“That empowered me to go back to the world 
of Chocolat, because although publishers may 
like to put you into little boxes, readers are 
very accepting.” 

She doesn’t think we’ve seen the last of 
Vianne Rocher, though. 

“Tt’s not a full stop. It’s a heavy punctuation 
point,” says Harris. “A lot of things have been 
resolved and have come to an end, but I may 
well go back to that world...”

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Changes to copyright 
rules get EU approval 








EU states have given the green 
light to controversial copyright 
changes in the latest step aimed 
at making tech giants more re- 
sponsible for paying creatives, 
musicians and news outlets more 
fairly for their work online. 


Nineteen countries voted in favour, 
while six countries voted against and 
three abstained. 

European Commission president 
Jean-Claude Juncker hailed the move 
as the “missing piece of the puzzle” for 
completing Europe’s digital single 
market. 

“With today’s agreement, we are 
making copyright rules fit for the digi- 
tal age. Europe will now have clear 
rules that guarantee fair remuner- 
ation for creators, strong rights for 
users, and responsibility for plat- 
forms,” said Mr Juncker. 

Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Poland, Finland and Sweden were the 
countries which voted against, and 
Belgium, Estonia and Slovenia opted 
to abstain. 

The latest vote comes after the ma- 
jority of MEPs approved the divisive 
reforms in March and rejected making 
any individual amendments by a slim 
majority of five votes. 

Supporters in the creative, music 
and journalism industries have long 
argued that the Copyright Directive 
will enable content-makers to be fairly

paid for their work, while opponents, 
including the tech giants themselves, 
fear the changes will have an impact 
on freedom of speech and expression 
online. 

Two parts, Article 11 and Article 13, 
have been the most contentious since 
talks started, with the likes of YouTube 
warning that viewers across the EU 
could be cut off from videos. 

Musicians Paul McCartney and Deb- 
bie Harry were among the most vocal 
supporters of the changes, alongside a 
number of groups, including the Euro- 
pean Alliance of News Agencies, 
which argued that it provides an 
opportunity to further develop quality 
news services and enables it to 
compete more fairly with tech giants. 

British politician Boris Johnson 
criticised the reforms last month, cal- 
ling it a “classic EU law to help the rich 
and powerful” and a “good example of 
how we can take back control”. 

EU member states will have two 
years to implement the reforms. 

“This is a deeply disappointing re- 
sult, which will have a far-reaching 
and negative impact on freedom of 
speech and expression online,” said 
Catherine Stihler, chief executive of 
the Open Knowledge Foundation. 

“The controversial crackdown was 
not universally supported, and I ap- 
plaud those national governments 
which took a stand and voted against 
it.”

Karl Burke expects to find out 
which direction he will be 
taking the promising Kadar 
after he runs in the Bet365 
Feilden Stakes at Newmarket 
today. 

Kadar was a winner of his 
only start at two, and Burke 
was dissuaded on more than 
one occasion from giving him 
a second run at the end of last 
season because of concerns 
about fast ground. 

He also had the option of the 
Craven Stakes over a mile on 
tomorrow — but Burke feels 
the son of Scat Daddy will be 
seen to better effect over 
middle distances, so he starts 
his Classic season over nine 
furlongs. 

The Listed race launched 
Golden Horn on the way to 
stardom in 2015. 

“We'll learn a lot about him 
tomorrow. Obviously it’s only 
his second time on the 
racetrack,” said Burke. 

“T’ve said plenty about him 
in the last year — probably too 
much — but I think he’s a 
lovely horse. 

“T hope I’m wrong, but he is 
just showing that a mile in the 
top grade might just catch him 
out for a turn of foot — which 
is why I’m happy to run him 
over an extra furlong. 

“For me he’s a mile-and-a- 
quarter-horse plus. If he wins 
then we have the option of 
coming back for the Guineas, 
because he’ll have had a look 
at the track as well. 

“We'll learn a lot — but he’s 
a lovely horse, and I’m very 
happy with him. Our horses 
have been running generally 
well without being in spark- 
ling form — and like a lot of 
people, we’re just finding our 
feet at the moment. 

“T hope the ground will be 
fine, with it being the first 
meeting. I was probably over 
cautious last year he was a big

baby of a horse, but he’s much 
more mature now. 

“It’s so easy to do damage 
with an immature horse, but 
in my experience the longer 
you can leave them the 
more mature the bone is.” 

Aidan O’Brien, who has 
never won the race, runs 
Western Australia — third in 
the Futurity Trophy at 
Doncaster, but beaten on his 


return to action at Dundalk. 

John Gosden is represented 
by Kick On, sixth in the Donc- 
aster race — while Richard 
Hannon runs Walkinthesand, 
narrowly beaten on his debut 
at Sandown before returning 
there to win his second start 
easily. 

Mark Johnston’s I’1l Have 
Another picked up black type 
last year, and that is the aim 


again. Assistant trainer Char- 
lie Johnston said: “She was 
second in the Zetland Stakes 
here last season, which is very 
good form. 

“T think this trip will prob- 
ably be a real minimum for 
her — I think she’ll want a 
mile and a quarter and soona 
mile and a half. 

“She had a great year last 
year, picking up plenty of

black type at home and 
abroad. 

“She’ll have to step up again 
to warrant going in an Oaks 
trial. But we’re hoping she 
can, and this looked a good 
place to get going.” 

Gosden runs Azano in the 
Bet3865 European Free 
Handicap, and he had his Hor- 
ris Hill form boosted in no un- 
certain terms when the 
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winner Mohaather won the 
Greenham on Saturday. 

Johnston’s Arctic Sound 
gives weight away all round, 
having won four of his six 
races last season. 

“Arctic Sound was in all the 
trials — he was in this, 
the Craven and the Feilden,” 
said the trainer’s son and 
assistant. 

“We stepped him up toa 
mile in the Stonehenge at 
Salisbury last year and 
expected him to win, but he 
was very disappointing. We 
then brought him back to 
seven furlongs for his last two 
runs of the year, and he was 
very impressive. 

“We thought about stepping 
him back up to a mile witha 
view to having a crack ata 
Guineas — he’s in all the 
Guineas’ across Europe — but 
when you looked at all the 
races it was pretty clear the 
Free Handicap was going to be 
the least competitive. 

“He’s a course-and-distance 
winner, and I’d like to think 
he’s the one they all have to 
beat.” 

The Johnstons also run 
Victory Command, who has 
been disappointing in Dubai. 

Ed Vaughan’s Dubai 
Dominion ran in some hot 
races last year — but his 
trainer feels he was over the 
top in the last of those in 
France when behind Kevin 
Ryan’s East, who ran so well 
at the Breeders’ Cup. 

“T’ve been happy with him 
through the winter, and this 
looks a good starting point,” 
said Vaughan. 

“He’d been on the go a little 
and he disappointed in France 
for no reason. He was beaten 
after a furlong, and I don’t 
know why because that’s not 
him. His work has been good, 
and I’m looking forward to to 
getting him out. I’ve a feelinga 
strong run seven furlongs is 
his best trip.”

1,000 runners 
expected to take 
to the roads for 
Ballintotis race

UP to 1,000 runners are expected to take part in 
the 10th annual Ballintotis four-mile road race 
which takes pace on tomorrow night, Wednes- 
day (April 17) commencing at 8pm. 

Hosted by Ballintotis Area Community 
Council in association with East Cork AC, the 
race is traditionally seen as the start of the 
summer season. Due to Easter Week, this 
year’s race will be held on a Wednesday rather 
than the usual Thursday date. 

The scenic four-mile loop includes a lap of 
road bordering Loughaderra Lake in the clos- 
ing stages and is mainly flat, leading to many 
fast times over the past decade. 

In the inaugural race of 2010, James 
McCarthy took top spot with a time of 19:54. He 
would go on to win the race a remarkable eight 
times in a row, his best time being 19:23 in 2016. 
Last year, a new man was added to the list as 
another East Cork AC competitor, Michael 
Harty, won in style and in the process set a new 
course record of 19:15. 

Current Irish national marathon holder and 
Olympian Lizzy Lee from Leevale is the ladies 
course record holder with a time of 21:22. 

Along with a very attractive prize list, to 
mark the tenth running of the race along with 
the famous Ballintotis Buff there will be a 
special commemorative medal to all finishers, 
plus a goody bag. 

Entries are available online at www.ballin- 
totis.com until Saturday April 13 and will also 
be taken on the evening of the race at €10. All 
race enquiries to: 086-8778182. 

Meanwhile, two new course records by Sean 
Tobin and Michelle Finn were establisher at 
the Sonia O’Sullivan 10-mile race which took 
place in ideal conditions at Cobh. 

Eight days after running at the World Cross- 
Country Championships in Denmark, 24-year- 
old Tobin was in a class of his own as he knock- 
ed 48 seconds off of the previous best set by 
Olympian Mick Clohisey a year ago. 

Tobin — who also boasts a mile best of 3:57:00 
set at the Cork City Sports in 2017 — finished in 
a time of 48:34, the fastest over the 10-mile dis- 
tance by any Irish athlete over the past 
number of years. 

His dominance can be seen from his winning 
margin of almost six-and-a-half minutes over 
Colin Merritt, a four-time winner of the race. 
Merritt finished in 55:00 with John Meade of St 
Finbarr’s just nine seconds further back in third. 

Leevale athlete Finn finished seventh overall 
of the 635 finishers, her time of 57:26 taking a 
minute and two seconds from Lizzie Lee’s pre- 
vious time of 58:28, again set in last year’s race.

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WHILE things may not be going so 
great on the pitch for Cork City, off the 
pitch, the hard work continues for the 
Foras committee. Foras committee 
member Niamh O’Mahony tells the 
Echo about the role social media can 
play in promoting the club’s activities. 

“Today, Cork City FC has the largest 
social media presence of all League of 
Ireland clubs and that’s something we 
can all be proud of,” said O’Mahony. 

“The figures are also vastly different 
from those recorded seven years ago. 

“Facebook: 54,080 likes; Twitter: 40, 
934 followers; Instagram: 17,993 fol- 
lowers; Linkedin: 508 followers. 

“Sustained growth in the digital 
sphere is maintained by consistent and 
engaging updates, with four staff 
members and four volunteers directly 
contributing to the content and mess- 
aging activities.” 

So what does a typical week look 
like? 

“All sections of the football club (op- 
erations, marketing, academy, 
women’s section, city in the commu- 
nity, and FORAS) look to raise aware- 
ness around their events. 

“Hence, a good balance between in- 
formative and marketing messages is 
essential. 

“Press conference material is 
uploaded to Rebelarmey TV on You- 
tube (nearly 2,000 subscribers) early in 
the week. 

“Updates about merchandise, our 
academy, and the women’s section, as 
well as club fixtures and community 
events, follow every couple of hours. 

“Very often, supporting graphics are 
required, and all of these are designs in 
line with the club’s branding guide- 
lines. 

“A graphic can involve anything 
from a minor tweak to a completely 
new design, but are incredibly impact- 
full online. 

“Aside from sending out relevant in- 
formation, social media increasingly 
also has a customer service role, with 
queries coming in daily, seven days a 
week. 

“Very often, people can be directed 
to the website, but questions range 
from the practical (where can I get a 
ticket?) to the more unusual (where 
can I get a CCFC cake?).” 

We sometimes take for granted the 
information given to us so easily, like, 
for example team news, regular scor- 
ing updates, and other clubs’ results, 
without asking ourselves who is re- 
sponsible for supplying such in- 
formation? 

It’s mainly volunteers, and huge 
credit should go to them. 

“John Caulfield’s squad typically 
plays every Friday, with volunteers 
supporting club staff to provide pre- 
match information, live updates 
throughout the games, and audio re- 
cordings from the post-match press 
events. 

“Interviews are usually online with- 
in an hour and the club’s Soundcloud 
channel (also available at CCFC.ie/ 
Spotify) continues to grow. 

“Those volunteers not only supply 
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Cork City’s Gearoid Morrissey with referee Sean Grant in the game against St Patrick’s 


Athletic. 


us the information for the first team, 
but, in fact, they cater for all of the 
teams across the club, which now 
means a total of eight teams (senior 
men and women, U19, U17, both men 
and women, U15, U13, and the amputee 
team). 

“This is a lot of teams to cover, es- 
pecially when all play in the same 
months. 

“The expansion of the League of Ire- 
land’s underage competitions has also 
meant significant activity at the wee- 
kend. 

“The academy teams (U19, U17, U15, 
U13) tend to play on Saturday and Sun- 
day afternoons and are supported bya 
dedicated Twitter account (@CorkCI-

tyFCAcad). The women’s section of the 
club also has its own dedicated social 
media channels (@CorkCi- 
tyFCWomen) and supplies updates for 
both its teams (WL, U17). 

“The amputee squad, meanwhile, 
play two fixtures, against Shamrock 
Rovers and Bohemians, on a round- 
robin basis during its season. 

“The aim is to provide team sheets, 
goal updates, and half-time/full-time 
scores, where possible. 

“The social media channels are also 
invaluable for specific promotions, in- 
cluding the launch of the club’s gold 
jersey recently. 

“Teasers appeared in City edition 
and elsewhere, but when the full re-

HIGHFIELD captain Fintan O’Sulli- 
van paid tribute to head coach Timmy 
Ryan and the rest of his management 
team as their promotion-winning sea- 
son ended with a thumping 41-0 win 
over UL Bohemians at windy Wood- 
leigh Park on Saturday.

All involved can take a bow, from 
Ryan and fellow coaches Andrew Finn, 
Maurice Power, and John O’Callag- 
han, to director of rugby Robert Bogue 
and managers John O’Hea and Tadhg 
Dineen. 

O’Sullivan, 26, who’s just finished 
his computer science course in UCC, 
led by example with towering displays 
from the second row. 

“It’s a massive honour for me. This 
has been slowly building since Timmy 
took over five years ago,” he said. 

“T can’t credit the guy enough. He 
came in with a new system of playing, 
a new brand of rugby. 

“Before, Highfield would have been 
known as a forwards-orientated side, 
but that’s not the case anymore.

He served as president of 
Fermoy Golf Club. He played 
rugby and golf. 

His popularity was borne 
out in the huge attendance 
that was present at Ronayne’s 
Funeral Home Fermoy on 
Monday April 8.

Championship conjures 
up memories of yore 


THE championship conjures 
up many childhood memories. 

In my mind, no doubt in- 
fluenced by nostalgia, all of 
the games were played in 
superb conditions, something 
in stark contrast to the hori- 
zontal rain which characte- 
rised the journey west to 
watch Carbery Rangers and 
Ilen Rovers in Castlehaven 
last Sunday. 

The summers back then 
were full of such games, 
helped by Kilbrittain and Car- 
bery doing well in their re- 
spective intermediate and sen- 
ior grades. 

Saturday evening itiner- 
aries — more so than Sundays, 
for some reason - generally in- 
volved my father and I head- 
ing off to what seemed like far- 
flung destinations, though of 
course they don’t seem so re- 
mote now. 

Coachford was a regular 
haunt, as was the old pitch in 
Cloughduv — the site of Kilbrit- 
tain’s epic first senior win, 
against Sarsfields in 1996. 

Pairc Ui Chaoimh was for 
special occasions, like when 
Carbery got to the county final 
in 1993, losing to the Barrs, 
and 794, when they won. 

I don’t think I was at Kilbrit- 
tain’s IHC final loss to Youg- 
hal there in 1988 but I still re- 
member the flag my mother 
made for the ’89 loss to Valley 
Rovers, a yellow blanket mar- 
ried to black corduroy. 

The first big game in Pairc 
Ui Rinn was the ’93 final loss, 
again to Youghal, but finally 
the breakthrough came 
against Ballincollig in 1995 in 
the Park. 

It was an era before drinks 
manufacturers started mass- 
selling 500m] plastic bottles, 
but extra-large Club Orange 
cans of that quantity were 
available at the chippers. 

Perhaps tellingly, my future 
roots as a writer rather thana 
player were laid in the fact 
that I would stand and watch 
for the hour rather than bring 
a hurley for a puck-around, as 
so many of my peers did. 

An April start now means 
that it’s only natural that the 
elements would play a part in 
making life difficult for the 
players. At least Castle- 
haven’s grounds at Moneyvol- 
lahane provides a comfortable 
site for a game in poor 
weather, rather than having 
to stand on a bank, wrestling 
with an umbrella. Like a lot of 
other clubs, the blue and 
white seats in the Haven’s 
stands came from the old 
Pairc Ui Chaoimh and are ar- 
ranged to spell out Haven’. 

That they were able to keep 





the cost of construction down 
by availing of direct labour 
from club members speaks to 
the ingenuity which is almost 
essential at grassroots level in 
the GAA — other sporting or- 
ganisations could certainly 
learn a lesson or two. 

The Haven themselves will 
have to negotiate round two of 
the county SFC this year, hav- 
ing lost to Fermoy in their 
opener last Sunday week. 

It’s the first time since 2006 
that the Castletownshend/ 
Union Hall club have been 
beaten in the first round, an 
incredible run of consistency. 

In previous years, those 
draws for the second rounds of 
the various championships 
would have been made at the 
same time as the first-round 
draws, generally at the annual 
convention in December. 

However, this year, the sec- 
ond-round draws are paired 
with those for the third round 
and will take place at the 
county board meeting at Pairc 
Ui Chaoimh on Tuesday, May 
28. The games will then be 
played in August. 

For those teams beaten in 
their opening games and wait- 
ing to get back into action, it 
means a strange situation of 
having more than a month to 
train or play league games, 
without knowing who they 
will be playing, or when. 
That’s not necessarily a bad 
thing, it might help to reset 
after their defeats, but it will 
no doubt feel unusual. 

Elsewhere, this week sees 
the second round of fixtures in 
the first group-stage phase of 
the Munster MFC, featuring 
Clare, Limerick, Tipperary 
and Waterford. 

Clare and Tipp had wins over 
Limerick and Waterford re- 
spectively last week and their 
clash in Ennis could effectively 
prove to be the decider. The top 
team in the group then prog- 
resses to a second round-robin 
section, with Cork and Kerry, 
and the top two in that then 
meeting in the final. With the 
previous system impacting 
negatively on Cork, they were 
often left on the same side of 
the draw as Kerry, losing in the 
Munster semi-final with no 
safety-net, whereas a first- 
round defeat might have left 
them with a better chance of 
making the final, ensuring a 
place in the All-Ireland series.

COUNTY champions of 2018, Cill na Mar- 
tra in intermediate football and Dromtar- 
riffe, the junior equivalent, followed the 
lead of Fermoy from the previous week by 
winning their first games at the higher le- 
vels at the weekend. 

It showed once again that there’s no- 
thing quite like the taste of victory and the 
urge to come back for more regardless of 
the time frame involved. 

Fermoy’s stunning one-point victory 
over past champions Castlehaven in the 
first round in the senior championship 
clearly rubbed off on the newcomers in 
the lower grades. 

And yet Cill na Martra’s four-point 
triumph over Eire Og shouldn’t be con- 
sidered that great a shock on the basis of 
the Gaeltacht club operating in the Ro- 
chestown Park Hotel Division 1 in the 
league, where they are no push-overs. 

They’ve experience gained by contest- 
ing a county U21A final a couple of years 
ago and there’s a fine blend of experience, 
as highlighted by the evergreen Noel 
O’Leary at centre-back, and youth person- 
ified by the likes of Dan Dineen, one of the 
most consistent finishers in the county. 

The other premier intermediate game 
resulted in 14-man Ballingearry savour- 
ing a six-point victory over Naomh Aban 
in what was also considered a surprise, 
though local derbies have lives of their 
own and form is often discounted. 

Ballingeary’s potential is clear and 
they’ve been regular attendees at the busi- 
ness end of championships, apart from 
the 2018 version, which went pear-shaped 
and with Eamonn Ryan at the helm, 
they’ll be serious contenders once again. 

There’s one outstanding first-round 
game to be resolved following the draw be- 
tween Castletownbere and Kanturk. 

The problem here is the Duhallow 
club’s hurling commitments, starting 
with a first-round joust with Sarsfields in 
Mallow on Friday night. 

Kanturk are represented in both Cork

A couple of goals from full-forward 
Shane Collins decided the contest in 
Dromtarriffe’s favour as Millstreet’s Cork 
player, Kevin Crowley, only appeared for 
the closing quarter though Mark Ellis fig- 
ured for the whole hour.

At senior, Ilen Rovers stunned recent 
champs, Carbery Rangers, who now join 
the Haven in the second-round draw, 
which is scheduled to take place at the 
county board meeting on May 28.

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Racism not just 
an England issue

A FEW weeks back, ‘Kick It Out’ chair- 
man Herman Ouseley said that Eng- 
lish football is “dysfunctional” in the 
way it tackles racism. 

Ouseley, who founded the anti-dis- 
crimination body in 1993, told the BBC 
that those with power do not exercise 
their responsibilities in the way that 
will help deal with the problem. 

“Instant action is what we’re look- 
ing for,” he said. “Responsible leader- 
ship.” 

The problem certainly isn’t being 
dealt with, because last weekend was a 
shameful one for English football. 
Four separate reported instances of al- 
leged racial abuse before, during, and 
after Premier League and Football 
League matches emphasised a massive 
problem highlighted only the previous 
week by Danny Rose. 

The England and Spurs left-back 
said he could not wait “to see the back 
of” football because of frustration at 
the lack of action taken against spec- 
tators guilty of racial abuse. 

Racism is not a major issue amongst 
supporters in this country — but that’s 
not to say it doesn’t exist. 

The topic reared its ugly head last 
week when Pobalscoil Chorca 
Dhuibhne wrote to Croke Park claim- 
ing one of their players was racially 
abused in the Hogan Cup semi-final 
last month against Naas CBS. 

Speaking on the RTE Radio 1 show 
Today with Sean O’Rourke, Eamonn 
Fitzmaurice said that his school wants 
to take a “strong stand” against it. 

“We don’t want to see this happening 
again,” said Fitzmaurice. 

“It’s not the norm and we wouldn’t 
like to see it becoming the norm.” 

In a subsequent statement issued by 
Naas CBS, the school said it is “ab- 
horred and disappointed at the alle- 
gations” and that principal Ben 
Travers will “carry out an investi- 
gation into the matter and would take 
action as appropriate if the claims 
proved correct.” 

Ireland’s evolution into a multi-cul- 
tural society has been reflected on 
GAA pitches everywhere recently. 

In 2013, Westmeath became the first 
inter-county team to field three black 
players in a major provincial final, the 
Leinster minor decider against Kil- 
dare; Boidu Sayeh, Israel Ilunga, and 
Sam Omokuro all started. 

It was a glorious example of inte- 
gration, but there was also a negative 
undertone in the build-up; lunga was 
sent off in the semi-final against Meath 
for an off-the-ball incident, but the ban 
was overturned on appeal because it 
was alleged that he was provoked by 
racist taunting from a rival player. 

Earlier that year, a motion at Con- 
gress enshrining a stance on anti-sec- 
tarian and anti-racist behaviour was 
passed. A racist incident can lead to, in 
some cases, expulsion from the GAA. 

“Racism is always going to be an 
issue in the GAA,” said Tommy Carr, 
Westmeath minor manager in 2013. 

Yet Carr also said that he believed 
the association had a “no-nonsense” 
approach to the problem.

time, he took action. 


on the issue when a 13-year-old boy 
was racially abused in an U14 match in 
Carlow in 2008. 

Apart from local sanctions, the GAA 
at national level understood that it 
needed to respond in a meaningful 
way. A raft of motions were devised for 
the following year’s Congress. and 
sanctions were added to the Official 
Guide to reflect the new reality. 

The motion which came before Con- 
gress in 2013 had been tabled by Lee 
Chin’s club in Wexford after Chin was 
racially abused in a club match against 
Duffry Rovers in 2012. 

Later that year, Crossmaglen’s 
Aaron Cunningham, whose dad Joey 
was one of the first black inter-county 
players, came out angrily after the 
Ulster club final against Kilcoo and 
bluntly alleged he had variously been 
called “the n word” and “Paki”. 

For many years there was a reluc- 
tance for GAA players who had been

victims of racial abuse to reveal their 
stories. That needed to be broken down 
but more openness was always bound 
to be a catalyst for change. 

Chin’s openness triggered an im- 
portant conversation. 

The raft of subsequent sanctions 
proved as much. 

Only last year, the Kilmacud Crokes 
footballer Craig Dias spoke about his 
experience of racism. 

Dias was racially abused twice; the 
first time he did nothing about it but he 
made sure that he tackled the issue 
head-on after his next encounter with 
racist behaviour. 

“The mechanism and support from 
the club, from the county board, and 
team-mates amazed me,” said Dias. 

“We were called back a number of 
times for hearings... they were there 
with me, backing me. I wanted to see 
what the actual support system was in 
place if it ever happened again.”

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Dias said that those who witness 
racism should speak out. And more 
are. Only last month, Yanis Boulmelh, 
an Irish-Algerian soccer player for Fir- 
house Clover, said that he’s been deal- 
ing with racial abuse for 12 years. 

In a Leinster Senior League game, 
the 19-year-old claimed that he was 
called a ‘Paki b****rd’. It was a break- 
ing point because “it was from a per- 
son I know,” said Boulmeh. 

There must be a conscious effort to 
curb such despicable behaviour on the 
pitch, but dealing with chants of rac- 
ism amongst supporters is a whole dif- 
ferent issue. It requires a firm and loud 
response. 

Naas CBS will conduct a thorough 
investigation but, whatever the out- 
come of their findings, strong leader- 
ship is required. 

And a strong message needs to go 
out from the GAA that such behaviour 
will not be tolerated.

That applies to all the grades. Who 
can go on to succeed Charleville as 
PIHC winners and Cloughduv as jun- 
ior winners. 

The burning question in the senior 
grade is, of course, who can stop Imo- 
killy from completing a hat-trick of 
titles 

They passed their early season 
examinations already as have UCC in 
the divisions/colleges section and we 
won’t see them in action again until 
maybe August. 

The clubs now have the stage to 
themselves and we could have some 
crackers on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday . 

The pick of the opening games in the 
SHC is the collision of Midleton and 
the Glen, two of the more recent 
winners of the trophy.
